The  Board  of  Selectmen  organized  for  the  year  1963 
as  follows:  Douglas  Rockwood,  Chairman;  Milton  H.  Welt, 
Chairman  of  the  Assessors;  Ralph  U.  Brett,  Chairman  of 
Board  of  Health  and  Welfare  and  Clerk. 

Action  taken  on  Articles  voted  in  the  1963  Annual  Town 
Meeting: 

Articles  17  &  18:  Orders  of  taking  for  roads  listed  in 
these  Articles  were  filed  on  March  21,  1963,  at  Barnstable 
Registry  of  Deeds. 

Article  24:  Preliminary  and  final  hearings  were  held 
on  Harold  Street,  and  acceptance  is  being  recommended. 

Article  29:  Under  Article  29  a  four-wheel-drive  Front 
End  Loader  was  purchased  on  April  2,  1963  from  the  E.  J. 
Bleiler  Equipment  Co.,  Inc.,  the  low  bidder. 

Article  32:  After  a  meeting  with  a  group  of  Harwich 
builders  and  contractors  the  following  schedule  of  building 
permit  fees  was  adopted,  effective  January  1,  1964:

Article  40:  Considerable  research  work  has  been  done 
in  assembling  our  By-Laws  for  printing,  and  a  substantial 
number  are  in  process  of  being  printed  at  this  writing. 

Article  47:  Plans  were  prepared  and  the  taking  of  Mrs. 
Belmont’s  property  will  be  recorded  shortly  after  the  first 
of  the  year. 

Article  49:  The  Selectmen  appointed  Lawrence  F.  Nick¬ 
erson,  Jr.  as  Conservation  Officer  and  Clifton  Adams  and 
Marshall  Seibenmann,  Jr.  as  Deputies. 

Article  51:  Plans  were  completed  and  the  Andrews 
River  Marsh  area  taking  was  recorded  on  December  26,  1963. 

Article  52:  Under  this  article  a  dredging  project  was 
completed  at  the  entrance  to  Round  Cove,  East  Harwich.

Article  54:  A  lighted  aid  to  navigation  was  installed 
on  the  westerly  breakwater  at  Allen  Harbor. 

.Article  59:  Further  improvements  were  made  at  the 
Earle  Road  Beach  parking  area. 

Article  64:  Two  new  Police  Cruisers  were  purchased 
from  Granite  Chevrolet  Co.,  Inc.,  the  low  bidder. 

Article  75:  Under  this  article  the  Selectmen  ordered 
a  survey  made  of  the  beach  property  at  Shore  Road.  On 
the  basis  of  this  survey  funds  will  be  requested  to  submit 
a  new  plan  to  the  Land  Court  and  to  further  clarify  the 
Town’s  position  in  regard  to  this  beach. 

Article  86:  Under  this  article  the  Selectmen  retained 
the  services  of  Camp,  Dresser  and  McKee,  Sanitary  Engineers, 
of  Boston,  to  prepare  a  report  and  preliminary  plan  for 
sewerage  and  sewerage  treatment  plant  facilities,  in  con¬ 
formity  with  Public  Law  560  of  the  83rd  Congress.  The  re¬ 
port  is  scheduled  for  release  in  1964. 

A  Special  Town  Meeting  called  for  June  26,  1963  had 
to  be  adjourned  for  lack  of  a  quorum. 

A  Special  Town  Meeting  called  for  November  6,  1963 
was  held  at  the  Harwich  Elementary  School.  The  Select¬ 
men  were  authorized  to  purchase  a  replacement  for  the 
Police  Cruiser  damaged  in  an  accident  in  August. 

Also  a  transfer  of  $30,000.00  from  the  Chapter  90  con¬ 
struction  account  was  voted.  This  transfer  will  allow 
the  Water  Dept,  to  raise  and  lower  the  ten  (10)  inch  mains 
on  Depot  Road,  South  Harwich  to  conform  with  the  new 
grades  of  the  road  scheduled  for  construction  in  1964. 

Articles  in  the  1964  Annual  Warrant  will  include: 

Article  12:  Re-locate  and  surface  Oak  Street  from  a 
point  near  the  new  High  School  entrance  to  Queen  Anne 
Road.  The  cost  of  this  project  would  be  wholly  paid  for  by 
a  State  Bond  Issue. 

Article  48:  Acquire  a  portion  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H. 
Railroad  bed  when  available.  This  right  of  way  would  give 
the  Town  a  considerable  amount  of  additional  beach  land 
in  or  near  Hinckley’s,  Seymour’s  and  Long  Ponds,  and  would 
also  enable  the  Town  to  eliminate  dangerous  railroad  cross¬ 
ings  on  Pleasant  Lake  Ave. 
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Article  49:  Acquire  acreage  in  South  Harwich  between 
Depot  Road  and  the  Chatham  line  to  be  be  set  aside  as  a 
Town  Forest.  This  would  serve  as  a  living  memorial  to 
Charles  D.  Holmes,  who  served  the  Town  as  Selectman  and 
Assessor  for  24  years. 

Articles  50,  51  and  52:  These  Articles  will  offer  the 
voters  an  opportunity  to  improve  the  beach  and  parking  sit¬ 
uation  at  the  Town-owned  beach  at  Long  Pond  Drive. 

Articles  89,  90,  91  and  92  are  by-laws  and  regulations 
which  are  requested  in  an  effort  to  combat  rowdyism. 

The  Selectmen  are  still  concerned  with  the  problem  of 
the  Exchange  Building.  The  voters  will  again  have  the 
opportunity  to  make  a  decision.  A  referendum  question  on 
the  ballot  which  will,  if  voted,  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
contract  to  have  the  building  demolished.  If  the  Town 
elects  to  retain  the  building,  Article  104  will  request  funds  to 
effect  much-needed  repairs  to  the  exterior.  It  is  strongly 
recommended  that  the  Town  make  this  decision  this  year. 

The  Selectmen  thank  the  various  Town  Departments, 
Boards  and  Committees  for  their  continued  cooperation.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Assessors 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Each  year  the  State  Department  of  Corporations  and 
Taxation  brings  increasing  pressure  to  bear  on  the  Assessors 
of  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth  for  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  100%  of  full  and  fair  cash  value  for  the  valuation 
of  real  estate  for  local  tax  purposes.  The  law  specifically 
states  that  all  assessments  shall  be  made  on  this  basis.  The 
law  also  requires  that  all  assessments  be  fair  and  equit¬ 
able.  Over  the  years,  however,  most  communities  have  been 
assessing  on  a  lesser  percentage  of  true  value,  and  this 
practice  has  contributed  to  a  great  many  problems. 

Your  Assessors  feel  that  of  these  requirements,  the 
necessity  for  fair  and  equitable  assessments  is  by  far  the 
most  important.  Whatever  percentage  of  full  and  fair  cash 
value  used  by  the  Assessors —  25%,  50%  or  100%  the  result 
will  be  the  same  tax  bill  to  the  tax  payer  in  dollars,  and, 
as  long  as  the  assessments  are  fair  and  equitable,  the  tax 
load  will  be  borne  by  the  tax-payers  in  the  same  proportion. 

For  a  long  time,  however,  it  has  been  apparent  that  a 
complete  overhaul  of  the  valuations  on  our  tax  list  is  neces- 
ary  if  the  ideal  of  fair  and  equitable  assessments  is  to  be 
approached. 

Realizing  this  fact,  the  Assessors  sponsored  articles  in 
the  1957  and  1958  Town  Meeting  recommending  an  equal¬ 
ization  program  to  be  conducted  by  a  professional  firm  of 
experts  in  this  field.  These  articles  were  defeated  over¬ 
whelmingly  in  both  years. 

Since  that  time  the  assessors  have  made  adjustments  in 
valuations  in  various  areas  of  the  Town.  This  process  is 
necessarily  slow  and  inefficient  and  lacks  continuity.  It  is 
obvious  that  some  sort  of  complete  equalization  program 
which  will  be  effective  in  all  areas  of  the  Town  at  the  same 
time  is  the  only  fair  and  practical  approach  to  the  problem. 

Legislation  passed  this  year  will  broaden  considerably 
the  area  of  eligibility  among  our  tax  payers  for  substantial 
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exemptions.  We  do  not  contest  the  desirability  of  tax  re¬ 
lief  for  certain  elderly  tax  payers  who  qualify.  Nevertheless 
as  these  exemptions  become  effective,  it  is  inevitable  that 
the  constantly  increasing  tax  load  must  fall  on  others. 

It  thus  becomes  increasingly  important  that  this  tax 
load  be  distributed  as  equitably  as  possible. 

To  make  a  start  in  this  direction  the  “Assessors  Ex¬ 
pense”  item  in  the  1964  Budget  is  increased  to  allow  the 
Assessors  to  hire  a  qualified  person  to  make  a  study  and 
analysis  of  our  present  tax  list.  This  study  will  include  an 
examination  of  transfers  for  the  past  several  years  and  a 
study  of  the  effect  any  change  in  assessment  percentages 
might  have  on  the  various  types  of  real  estate  being  taxed 
at  the  present  time. 

Our  mapping  program  is  a  continuing  enterprise.  As 
more  sub-divisions  are  recorded  and  additional  roads  are 
accepted  they  are  plotted  and  placed  on  the  appropriate 
sheets. 

With  this  system  of  periodic  revision  the  latest  inform¬ 
ation  is  available  to  the  public  at  all  times.  The  Assessors 
office  is  constantly  co-operating  in  answering  requests  for 
such  information.

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Report  of  the  Finance  Committee 


The  Committee  met  eighteen  evenings  during  January 
and  February  to  consider  the  1963  Budget  and  ninety-one 
Articles  in  the  Warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  In 
addition  the  committee  met  to  make  recommendations  on 
11  Articles  for  a  Special  Town  Meeting  scheduled  for  June 
26,  1963.  This  meeting  was  adjourned  for  lack  of  a  quorum. 

The  Committee  met  to  make  recommendations  on  many 
of  the  same  Articles  for  a  Special  Meeting  November  6th. 

The  former  committee  chairman,  Ralph  U.  Brett,  re¬ 
signed  to  conduct  his  successful  campaign  for  Selectman. 
The  Committee  regret  the  loss  of  his  capable  services,  but 
recognize  his  greater  value  to  the  Town  in  his  present  posi¬ 
tion. 

Prior  to  the  Annual  Meeting,  Dwight  W.  Sleeper  was 
elected  Chairman  and  William  Marion,  Secretary.  Shortly 
thereafter,  because  of  the  “Conflict  of  Interest”  rulings, 
the  Committee  lost  the  services  of  the  following  members: 
Dwight  W.  Sleeper,  Frederick  Crowell,  Jr.,  Ralph  W.  Cashen, 
Sr.,  Roswell  H.  Nye,  Jr.,  Watson  J.  Small  and  John  Caplice. 

We  believe  the  Town  should  express  thanks  to  these 
citizens  who  gave  willingly  for  many  long  nights  on  behalf 
of  better  government. 

The  remaining  members  reorganized  with  William 
Marion  as  Chairman  and  Edwin  Partridge  as  Secretary.  New 
members  elected  to  the  Committee  were  Col.  Ralph  B.  Cum¬ 
mings  and  Kenneth  Coulson. 

During  the  year  requests  for  transfers  from  the  Re¬ 
serve  Fund  ($15,000.00)  were  approved  in  the  total  amount 
of  $15,000.00.  Details  of  these  transfers  appear  in  the  Town 
Accountant’s  Report. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  of  the 
cooperation  by  all  Town  officials  and  personnel.  We  also 
thank  the  citizens  for  their  consideration  of  our  recom¬ 
mendations.

Note:  It  is  not  intended  to  require  15,000  and  20,000 
square  feet  of  lot  area  on  subdivision  plans  previously  filed 
and  approved  by  the  Harwich  Planning  Board  where  lot 
sizes  are  less  than  above.  And  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  re¬ 
quest  of  the  Planning  Board. 

Article  77. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  by  adding  under 
Section  3,  General  a  new  paragraph  (i) 

(i)  The  following  provisions  shall  apply  to  the  design 
and  use  of  motels  wherever  provided  for  in  this  By-Law: 

1.  LOT  AREA: 

Any  motel  hereafter  erected  shall  be  located  on  a 
lot  of  not  less  than  twenty  thousand  (20,000)  square 
feet. 

2.  DENSITY: 

For  each  lot  upon  which  a  motel  is  to  be  erected, 
there  shall  be  a  minimum  of  two  thousand  (2,000) 
square  feet  of  lot  area  for  each  of  the  first  ten  (10) 
motel  units.  For  each  motel  unit  in  excess  of  ten 
motel  units,  there  shall  be  provided  an  additional 
twelve  hundred  (1,200)  square  feet  of  lot  area. 

3.  LOT  FRONTAGES: 

Any  motel  hereafter  erected  shall  be  located  on  a 
lot  having  a  frontage  of  not  less  than  one  hundred 
(100)  feet  on  a  street  or  way. 

4.  MAXIMUM  BUILDING  COVERAGE: 

No  motel  or  additions  to  a  motel  shall  be  erected  or 
placed  on  a  lot  which  will  result  in  the  covering  by 
buildings  of  more  than  30%  of  the  lot. 

5.  MAXIMUM  BUILDING  HEIGHT: 

The  maximum  height  of  any  motel  shall  be  two 
stories.  For  each  group  of  five  (5)  motel  units  above 
the  ground  floor  a  separate  and  independent  stair¬ 
way  or  direct  access  to  the  ground  for  fire  exit  pur¬ 
poses  shall  be  provided. 
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6.  YARD  DIMENSIONS: 

For  each  lot  upon  which  a  motel  is  erected  there 
shall  be  provided  a  front  yard  or  set-back  distance 
as  in  (a)  above  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  (25) 
feet;  a  side  yard  on  each  side  of  not  less  than  ten 
(10)  feet;  and  a  rear  yard  of  not  less  than  ten  (10) 
feet.  No  other  uses  are  permitted  in  these  yard 
areas  except  that  of  a  driveway  in  the  front  yard. 
All  yard  areas  shall  be  appropriately  landscaped  and 
adequately  maintained. 

7.  PARKING  REQUIREMENTS: 

Automobile  parking  space  shall  be  provided  on  the 
lot  upon  which  a  motel  is  erected  at  the  ratio  of 
one  (1)  parking  space  for  each  motel  unit,  plus  one 
(1)  additional  space  for  each  ten  (10)  motel  units 
or  fraction  thereof. 

8.  SITE  PLAN  APPROVAL: 

A  site  plan  for  each  proposed  motel  shall  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  with  the  request 
for  a  building  permit.  Said  site  plan  shall  show, 
among  other  things,  all  existing  and  proposed  build¬ 
ings,  structures,  parking  spaces,  driveway  openings, 
driveways,  service  areas,  and  other  open  uses,  all 
facilities  for  sewage,  refuse  and  other  waste  disposal, 
and  for  surface  water  drainage,  and  all  landscape 
features  (such  as  fences,  walls,  planting  areas  and 
walks)  on  the  lot.  Three  copies  (3)  of  the  site  plan 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  one  (1) 
of  which  shall  be  forwarded  forthwith  to  the  Plan¬ 
ning  Board  for  its  review  and  recommendations.  In 
reviewing  a  site  plan,  the  Planning  Board  and  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  shall  consider,  among  other 
things,  the  following: 

(a)  Protection  of  adjoining  premises  and  the  gen¬ 
eral  neighborhood  from  any  detrimental  use 
of  the  lot. 

(b)  Convenience  and  safety  of  vehicular  and  pedes¬ 
trian  movement  within  the  site  in  relation  to 
adjacent  streets,  properties  or  improvements. 

(c)  Adequacy  of  the  methods  of  disposal  for  sewage, 
refuse  and  other  wastes  and  of  the  methods 
of  drainage  and  surface  water. 

(d)  Provision  for  off-street  loading  and  unloading 
of  vehicles  incidental  to  the  servicing  of  the 
buildings  and  related  uses  on  the  lot. 
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(e)  Adequacy  of  all  other  municipal  facilities  rela¬ 
tive  to  fire  and  police  protection,  education, 
recreation  and  other  municipal  services. 

(f)  The  Planning  Board  shall  make  its  report  and 
recommendations  on  the  site  plan  in  writing  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  within  thirty  (30)  days 
after  the  hearing  before  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  and  if  it  shall  fail  to  do  so,  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  may  act  without  such  report  and 
recommendation.

Article  78.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  its 
Protective  By-Law  adopted  February  13,  1952  and  amended 
thereafter,  to  designate  Route  124  (commonly  called  Pleasant 
Lake  Avenue)  from  Harwich  Center  to  the  Brewster  line  as 
a  commercial  district,  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  re¬ 
quest  of  Richard  E.  Gomes  and  others. 

Article  79.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  its 
Protective  By-Law,  adopted  February  13,  1952,  and  amended 
thereafter  to  designate  Route  124  (commonly  called  Pleasant 
Lake  Avenue)  from  Harwich  Center  to  Queen  Anne  Road 
as  a  commercial  district  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  re¬ 
quest  of  Richard  E.  Gomes  and  others.

By  inserting  in  Section  I,  Establishment  of  Districts,  in 
the  first  sentence  of  the  first  paragraph  after  the  words, 
“Agricultural  Districts”  the  following:  and  (d)  Conservancy 
Districts;”  by  changing  the  word  “three”  in  this  same  sen¬ 
tence  to  read  “four”;  and  by  striking  out  the  word  “and” 
which  follows  the  words  “Industrial  Districts”  so  that  this 
first  paragraph  will  read  as  follows: 

Section  I 

Establishment  of  Districts 

Establishments  of  Districts:  In  accordance  with  Chapter 
40  of  the  General  Laws,  Section  25-30B  and  subsequent 
amendments  thereto,  the  Town  of  Harwich  is  hereby  divided 
into  four  types  of  Districts  designated  as  (a)  Commercial 
Districts,  (b)  Industrial  Districts,  (c)  Residential  and  Agri¬ 
cultural  Districts,  and  (d)  Conservancy  Districts.  Above 
Districts  are  being  located  as  shown  on  the  Protective  By- 
Law  map  for  the  Town  of  Harwich  and  is  dated  and  filed 
with  the  Town  Clerk.  They  are  as  follows: 

By  inserting  in  Section  I,  Establishment  of  Districts, 
after  paragraph  (c)  Residential  and  Agricultural  Districts, 
a  new  paragraph,  (d)  to  read  as  follows:  Conservancy  Dis¬ 
tricts:  Conservancy  Districts  shall  consist  of  the  areas  which 
are  bounded  and  described  as  follows: 

1.  Herring  River  Marsh  Conservation  Area. 

Nantucket  Sound  on  the  south;  Great  Western 
Road  on  the  north;  and  on  the  westerly  side  by 
Harbor  Road,  Riverside  Drive,  North  Road,  Smith 
Street,  Depot  Road  and  the  Dennis  Town  line 
and  Depot  Street;  and  on  the  east  by  Strand¬ 
way;  west,  Mill  Point  Road;  Riverway;  Strand¬ 
way;  Lower  County  Road;  Chase  Street;  Route  28

(Main  Street)  to  Sisson  Road;  South  Street  and 
Main  Street  to  Great  Western  Road. 

2.  Muddy  Creek  Conservation  Area. 

Route  28  on  the  northeast;  Bay  Road  on  the 
north;  Church  Street  on  the  west;  Queen  Anne 
Road  on  the  south  and  southwest  and  Harwich- 
Chatham  line  on  the  southeast. 

3.  Red  River  Conservation  Area. 

By  south  Chatham  Road  on  the  north;  Uncle 
Venies  Road  on  the  west;  Red  River  Town  Beach 
on  the  south;  and  the  Harwich-Chatham  Town 
line  on  the  east. 

By  inserting  in  Section  2.  Use  Regulations,  after  para¬ 
graph  3.  In  residential  and  agricultural  districts,  a  new 
paragraph,  4,  to  read  as  follows: 

4.  Use  Regulations  in  the  Conservancy  Districts 
shall  be  those  set  forth  in  paragraph  1,  2,  and  3 
of  this  Section  2,  insofar  as  the  regulations  in 
these  paragraphs  are  applicable  to  the  area  with¬ 
in  the  Conservancy  Districts  and,  in  addition,  the 
area  within  the  Conservancy  Districts  shall  be 
subject  to  the  following  Use  Regulations: 

Except  as  it  is  customarily  necessary  to  agri¬ 
culture  or  cranberry  farming,  except  as  it  is 
necessary  to  flood  control  or  drainage  works  by 
a  public  agency,  except  for  municipal  use  or  use 
of  municipal  property,  there  shall  be  no  land 
fill  or  dumping,  no  dredging  or  land  excavation, 
and  no  permanent  storage  of  materials  and  equip¬ 
ment  in  the  marshlands,  swamp  lands,  ponds, 
lakes,  rivers,  streams,  and  lands  subject  to  periodic 
or  seasonal  flooding  and  to  act  fully  thereon. 
By  Request  of  the  Conservation  Commission. 

Article  83.  In  order  to  demonstrate  its  deep  concern 
for  the  protection  of  its  shores,  lakes,  and  inland  water¬ 
ways  from  pollution  and  contamination  by  reason  of 
chemicals,  waste  and  sewage;  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  request  that  its  Board  of  Health  adopt  the  following 
regulations:  “The  installation  of  a  cesspool,  septic  tank,  or 
sewage  system  of  any  description  within  100  feet  of  the 
mean  high  water  mark  of  any  great  pond,  inland  water¬ 
way,  harbor,  or  ocean  shore  within  100  feet  of  the  mean 
high  water  mark  of  any  natural  body  of  surface  water  which 
acts  as  a  source  for  said  pond,  waterway,  harbor  or  shore  is 
prohibited.  Exceptions  to  this  regulation  may  be  made  by 
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the  Board  after  a  duly  advertised  public  hearing  called  for 
the  purpose  of  showing  sufficient  cause  for  such  an  excep¬ 
tion.”  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Conserva¬ 
tion  Commission. 

Article  84.  In  order  to  acquire  title  to  municipal  prop¬ 
erty  in  the  most  economical  and  orderly  manner,  in  order 
to  avoid  the  possibility  of  having  to  purchase  at  some  future 
date  land  which  the  Town  once  held  for  taxes,  and  in  order 
to  provide  municipal  property  for  the  future  needs  of  the 
Town;  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  request  that  its 
Treasurer  use  his  authority  to  retain  for  the  Town  of  Har¬ 
wich,  any  property  which  he  may  hold  for  non-payment  of 
Taxes,  and  rather  than  disposing  of  such  property  at  public 
auction,  that  he  proceed  under  Section  65  or  any  other  per¬ 
tinent  section  of  Chapter  60  of  the  General  Laws  to  take 
title  to  such  property  for  the  Town  and  to  act  fully  thereon. 
By  request  of  the  Harwich  Conservation  Commission. 

Article  85.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and 
adopt  the  Revision  of  Building  and  Fire  Prevention  By-Law 
of  the  Town  of  Harwich  as  follows: 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

Section  1.  (same  as  present) 

Section  2.  Notification  of  intent  to  build  etc. 

Par.  1.  A  permit  shall  be  required  for  all  buildings  or  struc¬ 
tures  to  be  erected,  altered,  reconstructed  or  moved  to  a  new 
foundation  within  the  limits  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  ex¬ 
cepting  small  accessory  buildings  not  to  be  used  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  habitation  and  having  a  floor  space  of  less  than  100 
square  feet. 

Par.  2  This  code  shall  not  apply  to: 

1.  Buildings  for  which  a  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
permit  is  required. 

2.  Buildings  or  structures  owned  by  the  United  States  or 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

3.  Bridges,  quays,  wharves. 

4.  Farm-buildings  or  structures  not  in  either  case  used  as 
dwellings,  and  located  more  than  100  feet  from  any 
dwelling,  if  approved  by  the  Building  Inspector. 

5.  Shall  not  apply  to  ordinary  repairs  to  buildings  provided 
such  repairs  to  buildings  do  not  include  the  removal  of 
walls  which  tend  to  weaken  the  structure. 

Section  3.  Applications  for  building  permits  shall  be  accom¬ 
panied  by  a  plan  of  the  lot  showing  the  actual  dimensions  of 
the  lot  and  the  exact  location  and  size  of  building  structures 
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to  be  erected,  together  with  location  of  cesspool  and  septic 
tank  and  water  supplies  and  streets  and  alleys  on  and  adja¬ 
cent  to  the  lot.  A  record  of  such  applications  and  plans  shall 
be  kept  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Building  Inspector. 

Section  4.  Fee:  The  fee  for  each  permit,  payable  to  the 
Town  of  Harwich  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  $5.00  per  dwelling, 
Commercial,  $10.00  and  minimum  fee  $1.00  for  permit  (100 
square  feet  or  under).  A  building  permit  shall  become  void 
if  work  is  not  started  within  90  days  from  the  date  of  issue. 
A  new  permit  will  thereafter-ward  have  to  be  obtained  before 
work  is  begun. 

Section  5.  Front  Yards:  “Except  in  Commercially  zoned 
areas.” 

Par.  1.  All  buildings  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty-five  feet 
(25')  from  the  street  line. 

Par.  2.  All  buildings  shall  not  be  less  than  ten  feet  (100 
from  property  lines  and  all  buildings  intended  for  human 
habitation  shall  be  at  least  twenty  feet  (20')  from  existing 
buildings,  and  twenty-five  feet  (25')  from  street  lines. 

Section  6.  General  Provisions  Applicable  to  all  Buildings. 

Par.  1.  All  wooden  construction  in  buildings  hereafter  erec¬ 
ted  shall  be  built  with  posts,  studs  and  plates  properly 
braced,  framed  and  nailed  so  as  to  develop  the  maximum 
strength  and  rigidity  consistent  with  the  purpose  for  which 
they  are  to  be  used. 

Par.  2.  All  materials  used  shall  be  of  sufficient  strength 
and  size  to  safely  carry  the  load  to  which  they  may  be  sub¬ 
jected  without  exceeding  the  allowable  working  strength. 

Section  7.  Excavation 

Par.  1.  All  excavations  shall  extend  to  solid  ground. 

Par.  2.  All  loam,  vegetation  and  stumps  shall  be  removed 
from  within  the  building  area. 

Par.  3.  All  excavation  for  foundations  and  outside  fire¬ 
places  shall  extend  at  least  24  inches  below  finished  grade. 
Fireplaces  and  chimney  foundations  inside  of  basements  or 
outside  of  basement  walls  shall  extend  to  basement  depth. 

Section  8.  Sewerage  (same  as  present) 

Section  9.  Footings:  All  footings  shall  be  poured  concrete. 
Minimum  footings  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Under  foundations  of  8"  concrete  blocks  or  8"  poured 
concrete  of  one  story  buildings  six  inches  thick  and  a 
3"  projection  on  either  side  of  wall. 
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2.  Under  foundations  of  8"  concrete  block  or  8"  poured 
concrete  of  one  and  a  half  and  not  more  than  two  story 
buildings  eight  inches  thick  and  a  four  inch  projection 
on  either  side  of  wall. 

3.  Under  foundations  of  10"  concrete  at  least  eight  inches 
thick  and  a  five  inch  projection  on  either  side  of  wall. 

4.  Under  foundations  of  12"  concrete  blocks  or  12"  poured 
concrete  at  least  eight  inches  thick  and  a  six  inch  pro¬ 
jection  on  either  side  of  wall. 

5.  Under  all  lally  columns  or  posts  twenty  inches  by  twenty 
inches  by  ten  inches  thick. 

6.  Under  eight  inch  by  sixteen  inch  concrete  block  piers 
twenty-eight  inches  by  twenty-eight  inches. 

7.  Pier  footings  carrying  weight  of  first  floor  joists  and  gir¬ 
ders  only,  can  be  twenty  inches  by  twenty  inches  by  six 
inches. 

8.  Under  fireplaces  and  chimneys  the  footing  shall  be  at 
least  eight  inches  thick  and  shall  project  on  all  sides 
at  least  six  inches.  Outside  fireplaces  and  chimneys 
shall  have  a  footing  at  least  eight  inches  thick  and  at 
least  a  six  inch  projection  on  two  sides  and  a  twelve 
inch  projection  on  the  outer  side. 

Section  10:  Foundations: 

1.  All  foundations  shall  be  of  such  width  and  thickness  as 
to  safely  resist  the  superimposed  load  without  exceed¬ 
ing  the  allowable  working  strength  and  can  be  of  con¬ 
crete,  blocks,  brick  or  stone.  Foundation  walls  shall  not 
be  built  on  concrete  floors. 

2.  All  foundations  shall  be  of  continuous  masonry  walls  ex¬ 
clusive  of  excess  openings,  windows,  doors  or  vents. 

3.  Eight  inch  thickness  for  all  masonry  walls  (blocks  or 
poured  concrete)  up  to  eight  feet  below  finish  grade. 
Maximum  total  height  of  foundation  wall  and  wall  sup¬ 
ported  to  be  not  more  than  thirty  feet  to  eaves  and 
thirty-five  feet  to  ridge. 

4.  Ten  or  twelve  inch  thickness  for  all  masonry  walls  that 
extend  more  than  eight  feet.  10  inch  poured. 

5.  Ten  inch  walls  optional  up  to  eight  feet  below  finish 
grade. 

Par.  2.  Piers  for  girders. 

1.  First  floor  girders  must  rest  on  solid  masonry  or  steel 
columns  of  sufficient  strength.  Teleposts  may  be  used 
as  approved  by  the  Building  Inspector. 
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2.  In  block  foundations,  cells  of  blocks  below  girder  must 
be  filled  with  concrete  to  form  a  solid  bearing. 

Par.  3.  All  areas  under  buildings  with  crawl  space  must  be 
accessible  with  a  minimum  clearance  of  24"  and  be  venti¬ 
lated  in  two  outside  walls. 

Section  11.  Chimneys  —  as  per  section  5  of  the  Town  of  Har¬ 
wich  Building  Code. 

Concrete  floors:  Basement  floors,  garage  floors,  terrace  floors 
and  house  slab  floors  shall  be  at  least  four  inches  thick. 
House  slab  floors  shall  be  reinforced  with  number  10  wire 
mesh. 

All  loose  fill  shall  be  well  tamped  and  puddled  before  receiv¬ 
ing  concrete. 

Section  12.  Framing: 

Par.  1.  Wood  floor  joists  —  where  joists  frame  into  side  of 
wood  girders,  metal  hangers  or  a  bearing  strip  spiked 
under  each  joist  to  the  girder  must  be  used. 

Floor  joists  framed  into  masonry  walls  shall  have  at  least  a 
four  inch  bearing  and  a  three  inch  fire  or  bevel  cut. 

Floor  joists  shall  be  doubled  or  tripled  under  all  bearing 
parallel  partitions.  To  receive  pipes  they  shall  be  separated 
with  blocks  of  the  same  depth  spaced  not  over  sixteen  inches 
on  centers. 

All  floor  joists  headers  over  four  feet  long  shall  be  doubled 
and  well  secured  to  double  trimmers. 

Floor  joists  shall  be  cross  bridged  when  spans  exceed  eight 
feet  with  at  least  one  by  three  inch  stock  or  its  equivalent. 
Spans  eight  feet  to  fourteen  feet  one  row.  Spans  fourteen 
feet  to  twenty  feet  two  rows.  Bearing  girders  shall  not  be 
placed  more  than  two  feet  from  bearing  partitions. 

All  girder  joints  shall  be  made  on  bearings  only,  with  solid 
wood  girders  spliced  and  built  up  wood  girders  with  joints 
staggered. 

Steel  girders  may  be  used  providing  they  are  of  the  proper 
size  and  weight. 

Wood  girders  should  be  of  well  seasoned  stock  and  shall  be 
of  construction  grade  or  better. 

Studding  —  All  outside  walls  and  bearing  partitions  shall  not 
be  less  than  2"  x  4".  Studs  shall  be  placed  not  over  sixteen 
inches  on  centers.  Shoe  and  plates  shall  be  the  width  of  the 
studs.  Plates  shall  be  doubled  and  shall  lap  at  all  corners. 
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All  openings  in  outside  walls  and  bearing  partitions  shall 
have  double  headers  or  shall  be  trussed.  All  headers  must 
rest  on  jack  studs.  Non-bearing  partitions  can  be  2  x  4  or 
2x3  with  studs  placed  not  over  sixteen  inches  on  centers.  All 
openings  shall  be  double  vertical  studded.  The  outside  studs 
shall  extend  from  shoe  to  plate  and  the  inside  jack  stud  shall 
extend  from  shoe  to  header.  Window  openings  over  5'  shall 
have  double  headers  at  bottom  of  openings.  Studs  in  exterior 
frame  walls  may  run  from  sill  or  shoe  to  second  floor  plate 
provided  they  do  not  exceed  twenty  feet  in  length.  Where 
studs  are  continuous  the  floor  joists  shall  bear  on  at  least  a 
one  inch  by  six  inch  ribbon  or  girt  notched  into  the  inside 
face  of  studs.  Joists  bearing  on  such  ribbons  or  girts  shall  be 
spiked  to  sides  of  studs. 

Sills  and  joists  relationship  —  All  first  floor  joists  shall  frame 
into  at  least  a  sill  member  on  edge  of  the  same  depth  dimen¬ 
sion  as  the  joists  at  the  foundation  whether  they  are  sized 
down  or  not.  When  the  L  type  sill  is  used  it  shall  have  one 
member  on  the  flat  and  one  member  on  edge.  No  floor  joist 
shall  be  sized  down  to  over  one  third  of  its  depth  regardless 
of  the  sill  construction  and  then  it  shall  have  a  long  bevel 
cut  to  prevent  splitting. 

Notching  of  timbers — Notching  of  joists  to  facilitate  the  in¬ 
stallation  of  pipes  and  ducts  may  be  permitted  with  the  fol¬ 
lowing  limitations.  Top  and  bottom  edges  may  be  notched 
not  to  exceed  one  sixth  of  the  joist  depth.  Notching  will 
not  be  permitted  in  the  middle  third  of  any  joist  span.  If 
cutting  of  a  floor  joist  to  more  than  one  sixth  of  its  depth 
is  necessary,  a  header  the  full  depth  of  the  joist  shall  be  cut 
to  support  the  ends  of  the  joists.  Holes  may  be  bored  through 
the  timbers  if  they  do  not  exceed  two  and  a  half  inches  in 
diameter  and  not  closer  than  two  inches  to  the  top  or 
bottom  edges  of  the  joist. 

Section  13. 

Wood  Rafters — The  maximum  spans  for  all  wood  rafters 
shall  not  exceed  those  given  in  the  table,  as  set  forth  by  the 
“Architectural  Graphic  Standards”.  Truss  construction  may 
be  used  provided  it  is  of  a  strength  comparable  to  the  above, 
and  if  approved  by  the  Building  Inspector. 

Rafters  on  roofs  with  slope  of  less  than  five  inches  shall  be 
figured  the  same  as  floor  joists. 

Sheathing: — Sub  floor  matched  and  square  edge  boarding 
or  %"  exterior  glued  plyscord.  Side  wall  boarding  matched 
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and  square  edge  boarding  or  y2"  and  %"  exterior  glued  ply- 
scord  or  %"  insulating  board  such  as  Strongboard,  Nu- 
Wood  board  and  others  of  the  same  type. 

Roof  boarding: — %"  matched  dry  boarding  for  asphalt  shin¬ 
gles,  3/4"  dry  matched  and  square  edge  boarding  for  wood 
shingles  or  exterior  glued  plyscord.  y2”  on  roofs  when  rafter 
spacing  is  sixteen  inches  on  centers,  and  %"  on  roofs  when 
rafters  are  spaced  twenty-four  inches  on  center.  Plyscord 
sheathing  shall  be  nailed  not  over  8"  on  centers. 

Firestops: — Fir  estops  shall  be  installed  in  all  outside  walls 
and  partitions  at  first,  second  and  attic  level,  which  shall 
completely  cut  off  all  openings  and  be  of  non-combustible 
materials  or  at  least  one  inch  and  a  half  of  wood. 

Collar  ties: — Collar  ties  in  unfinished  attics  shall  be  not  less 
than  2x4  inches  or  equivalent  and  spaced  not  over  six  feet 
on  centers. 

Section  14. 

Firewalls: — All  Commercial  buildings  having  more  than  one 
store,  apartment  houses  having  more  than  one  entrance 
and  motels  shall  have  masonry  firewalls.  Each  two  units 
of  a  motel  shall  have  a  masonry  firewall  partition.  All  fire¬ 
wall  partitions  shall  extend  from  solid  earth  bearing  to  the 
under  side  of  the  roof  sheathing,  and  shall  rest  on  a  footing. 
Where  basements  exists,  firewalls  shall  start  from  bottom  of 
basements.  Basement  wall  to  8"  minimum  and  4"  wall  from 
first  floor  to  underside  of  roof  bands. 

No  portion  of  a  dwelling  or  other  structure  shall  be  used  as 
a  garage  unless  the  portion  so  used  shall  be  separated  from 
the  rest  of  the  building  by  a  non-combustible  wall  and  a 
non-combustible  ceiling,  unless  said  garage  is  separated  from 
said  building  or  other  structure  by  a  “breezeway”  at  least 
six  feet  in  length.  The  same  shall  apply  to  garage  space  under 
wood  structures. 

Minimum  materials  for  fireproofing  walls  and  ceilings;  Fiber 
glass  or  rock  wool  insulation  between  joists  and  studs.  Asbes¬ 
tos  board,  sheet  rock  or  plaster  over  the  joists  and  studs. 
Access  opening  to  attic  to  be  20"  x  20"  minimum.

Article  97.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500.00)  for 
the  purpose  of  advertising  and  promotion  in  the  Town  of 
Harwich,  to  be  spent  by  the  Harwich  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
providing  the  said  Chamber  of  Commerce  raises  a  like 
amount,  and  to  act  fully  thereon.

Polio  Vaccine  Clinics  were  held  at  the  Elementary 
School  during  the  year  in  January,  March  and  May. 

572  Students  and  39  Pre  School  children  received  either 
Type  1,  2  or  3  vaccine. 

H.  Donald  Stanford,  Sanitary  and  Layout  Inspector  for 
the  Board,  issued  209  Sewage  Disposal  Permits,  tested  water 
at  4  locations  and  investigated  14  complaints.  The  Board 
also  had  able  assistance  from  Edward  Tateosian  and  Dr.  Fred 
L.  Moore,  now  retired,  of  the  County  Health  Dept. 

It  was  decided  to  again  contract  out  the  care  of  the  Town 
Dump  and  the  low  bidder  at  $7,560.  was  Robert  Our,  whose 
contract  will  expire  April  1,  1964.  Specifications  for  the  bid¬ 
ding  were  rewritten  and  improved. 

The  road  in  the  Dump  was  paved  up  to  the  ramps. 
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The  Board  requested  the  Planning  Board  to  make  recom¬ 
mendations  regarding  this  Disposal  Area  and  Mr.  Charles 
Downe,  Planning  Engineer,  did  a  careful  study.  We  now  have 
a  land  survey  showing  the  bounds  and  elevations  and  a  com¬ 
plete.  report  from  Mr.  Downe. 

As  a  result  of  this  report,  the  Board  of  Health  has  asked 
for  increased  funds  this  year  to  make  badly  needed  changes 
and  improvements.  They  have  also  sponsored  two  Articles, 
numbers  54  and  55  in  the  Annual  Warrant,  one  to  purchase 
land  on  the  east  side  of  Lothrop  Ave.  and  the  second  to  build 
Filter  Beds  on  this  site  for  disposal  of  cesspool  and  septic 
tank  material.  These,  if  accepted,  would  result  in  the  closing 
of  the  old  location  for  cesspool  material  which,  is  felt,  may 
soon  become  a  threat  to  the  surrounding  area.  Ideas  for  the 
disposal  of  old  cars,  refrigerators,  etc.  are  included  in  these 
plans. 

The  safety  and  health  of  all  our  citizens  are  given  con¬ 
tinuing  thought  and  study.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

During  the  year  1963  we  have  had  a  large  number  of 
hearings  on  new  subdivisions,  some  of  which  required  in¬ 
spections  on  the  grounds  for  proper  sewage  disposal  sys¬ 
tems.  We  also  had  three  Public  Hearings  to  review  pro¬ 
posed  changes  in  The  Protective  By-Law,  some  of  which 
came  in  force  during  the  year.  Some  fifty  or  more  prop¬ 
erty  plans  that  did  not  require  hearings  were  reviewed  and 
signed  for  proper  filing  in  Barnstable  Registry  of  Deeds  or 
The  Land  Court  in  Boston. 

We  were  very  sorry  to  lose  the  help  and  experience  of 
Roswell  Nye  who  was  one  of  our  original  Planning  Board 
members  and  most  faithful  in  attendance  at  meetings,  but 
he  felt  he  should  resign  on  account  of  the  Conflict  of  In¬ 
terest  Law.  However,  we  were  fortunate  in  the  appoint¬ 
ment  by  the  Selectmen  of  Mr.  Harold  S.  VanBuren,  who  is 
very  much  interested  in  this  activity. 

In  August  we  received  copy  of  the  completed  “Cape 
Cod  in  1980”  planning  report,  prepared  by  the  Blair  Asso¬ 
ciates  as  a  sector  of  The  Massachusetts  State  Plan,  pre¬ 
pared  for  the  Barnstable  County  Commissioners. 

With  the  assistance  of  a  competent  Planning  Engineer, 
voted  at  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting,  a  Mr.  Charles  E. 
Downe  of  West  Newton,  whom  we  secured  on  a  per  diem  basis, 
this  report  is  being  carefully  studied  to  tie  in  recom¬ 
mendations  that  are  important  to  the  future  of  Harwich. 

Articles  are  being  inserted  for  the  1964  Town  Meeting 
designating  areas  on  all  new  subdivisions  where  minimum 
lot  sizes  of  not  less  than  15,000  and  20,000  square  feet  will 
require  a  frontage  of  not  less  than  100  feet.  Minimum  re¬ 
quirements  are  also  being  prepared  for  Motel  Construction. 
Engineer  Downe  has  also  prepared  recommendations  for  a 
new  location  of  leaching  pits  for  disposal  of  septic  and 
cesspool  waste,  as  well  as  better  standards  for  operation  of 
the  present  dump  to  improve  sanitary  and  better  sight  con¬ 
ditions. 
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Every  effort  will  be  made  in  cooporation  with  the 
Selectmen  to  arrange  location  and  plans  for  a  Comfort 
Station  at  the  South  Harwich  Beach  before  the  Summer 
season  arrives  in  hopes  that  this  will  relieve  crowding  at  the 
Street  and  Public  beaches  thereby  bringing  them  back  to 
Neighborhood  beaches  that  would  not  require  Comfort  Sta¬ 
tions  for  each  one. 

Again  we  would  like  to  record  appreciation  for  the 
assistance  given  us  by  the  Selectmen,  The  Building  In¬ 
spector,  Health  Department,  and  Conservation  Commission; 
also  engineers  and  surveyors  who  prepare  plans  from  whom 
we  are  receiving  excellent  cooperation.  Also  the  splendid 
help  we  are  receiving  from  Planning  Engineer  Downe.

During  the  year  1963,  the  Personnel  Board  carried  out 
its  responsibilities  under  the  Personnel  By-Law,  including 
the  classification  of  positions,  establishment  of  initial  pay 
rates,  merit  step-rates  and  By-Law  interpretations.

In  compliance  with  the  By-Law  and  in  accord  with  a 
promise  made  to  the  voters  at  the  1963  Town  Meeting,  the 
Board  undertook  a  salary  and  wage  survey  during  the  second 
half  of  the  year.  Three  separate  sources  of  information 
were  obtained.  Following  a  study  of  these  data  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  our  existing  pay  scales,  the  Personnel  Board  has  filed 
with  the  Selectmen  two  Articles  for  inclusion  in  the  1964 
Warrant.  One  of  these  Articles  provides  for  a  general  ad¬ 
justment  of  rate  ranges  and  merit  step-rate  increases  to 
bring  them  into  closer  alignment  with  prevailing  practice. 
The  second  Article  would  revise  the  By-Law  so  that  any  ad¬ 
justment  of  rate  ranges,  such  as  that  now  proposed,  will  be 
made  independently  of  merit  step-rate  increases.  All  of  these 
changes  are  being  proposed  only  after  numerous  consulta¬ 
tions  with  the  Department  Heads  concerned. 

The  Board  is  pleased  to  report  that  Department  Heads 
have  given  us  excellent  cooperation,  and  show  an  increased 
understanding  of  the  By-Law  and  of  its  over-all  administra¬ 
tion  by  the  Board.  This  fact  in  turn  has  led  to  an  increased 
conviction  on  the  part  of  the  Board  that  the  continuation  of 
this  type  of  program  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  taxpayers 
as  well  as  the  Town  employees  concerned.

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Highway  Department 
for  the  year  1963. 

Your  Highway  Department  has  had  its  usual  quota  of 
work  this  year  and  hope  that  it  has  been  satisfactorily 
accomplished.  This  being  the  intentions  of  the  men  working 
on  our  highways  we  have: 

Installed  seventeen  filter  beds 

Installed  nine  catch  basins 

Approximately  three  hundred  eighty-five  feet  of  pipe 
has  been  installed  to  help  eliminate  our  water  drainage 
situation.

Report  of  the  Sewerage  Study  Committee 


Several  meetings  of  the  Sewerage  Study  Committee 
were  held  in  an  effort  to  select  a  competent  engineering 
firm  to  provide  the  Town  with  a  sewerage  plan.  At  a  joint 
meeting  of  the  Sewerage  Study  Committee  and  the  three 
Selectmen  the  firm  of  Camp,  Dresser  and  McKee  was 
selected.  In  October  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency 
granted  an  interest  free  loan  of  $16,000,000  to  do  the  study. 
Camp,  Dresser  and  McKee  expect  to  complete  this  report  in 
July  of  1964.  This  report  will  provide  the  Town  with  a  long 
range  plan  for  sewering  the  built  up  portions  of  the  Town 
and  will  also  include  a  preliminary  layout  for  a  sewage 
treatment  plant.  Cost  estimates  will  be  included  for  the 
construction  of  the  work  in  stages.

Sewerage  Study  Committee 
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Report  of  the  Water  Department 


To  the  Citizens  of  the 
Town  of  Harwich: 

Herewith  is  the  27th  Annual  Report  of  the  Harwich 
Water  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1963. 

This  year  can  be  written  off  as  a  year  of  limited  activity 
for  your  Water  Department  again  influenced,  in  part,  by 
conservative  voting  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  There 
was  no  major  construction  program  although  three  articles 
for  larger  diameter  pipe  in  the  Great  Sand  Lakes  area  re¬ 
ceived  favorable  action  at  Town  Meeting  providing  inter¬ 
ested  parties  guarantee  a  6%  return  on  the  cost  of  the 
projects.  As  many  applicants  refused  to  encumber  their 
properties  with  this  proviso,  town  water  could  not  be  made 
available  to  them  and,  as  a  consequence,  appropriated  funds 
under  these  articles  will  be  returned  to  revenue. 

Numerous  small  water  extensions  were  added  to  the 
system  and  from  these  and  existing  lines  113  service  connec¬ 
tions  were  made.  This  represents  the  lowest  figure  for 
service  connections  since  1958. 

Two  requests  for  short  extensions  using  6"  and  8"  pipe 
respectively  in  the  development  called  “The  Woodlands’’  and 
a  second  development  on  Holmes  Road  in  East  Harwich 
were  granted  and  the  pipe  was  taken  from  our  stockpile. 
These  developers  were  responsible  for  all  costs  involved, 
hence  relieving  the  Water  Department  of  any  expense. 

Compilation  of  records  disclosed  a  slight  decrease  in  re¬ 
ceipts  which  totaled  $101,426.52,  conversely,  our  pumping  ex¬ 
ceeded  the  preceding  year  by  approximately  7,000,000  gal¬ 
lons.  Despite  a  dry  period  between  June  17  and  July  28 
when  all  pumping  equipment  was  put  into  operation  to 
meet  the  increased  demand  for  water  supply,  it  was  unneces¬ 
sary  to  issue  any  restrictions  against  usage  as  we  were  able 
to  maintain  ample  pressure  for  both  domestic  use  and  fire 
protection.  However,  we  are  concentrating  on  long  range 
planning  in  anticipation  of  potential  growth  in  the  Town 
and  are  requesting  a  sum  of  money  to  conduct  a  well  test¬ 
ing  program  for  the  purpose  of  locating  additional  sources 
of  water  supply  to  meet  future  requirements. 
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It  was  deemed  advisable  along  in  the  year  to  purchase 
sufficient  6"  pipe  with  which  to  complete  certain  loops, 
thus,  eliminating  objectionable  dead  ends  on  Mansion  Street 
and  Pleasant  Road  in  West  Harwich.  Installation  is  sched¬ 
uled  for  1964  and  funds  have  been  allocated  in  our  next 
year’s  budget  to  effect  this  work. 

During  the  year  several  meetings  were  held  with  the 
Water  Department  Commission,  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town 
and  Engineers  associated  with  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Works,  at  the  Selectmen’s  request,  relative  to  the 
reconstruction  and  regrading  of  Depot  Road  in  South  Har¬ 
wich.  It  was  ultimately  decided  to  remove  the  existing  10" 
main  and  appurtenances  and  stack  this  material  along  the 
edge  of  the  Town  property  while  the  Road  Contractor  was 
in  the  process  of  rough  grading  and  hardening.  On  com¬ 
pletion  of  this  phase  of  the  work,  the  10"  main  and  appurt¬ 
enances  would  be  relaid  by  an  outside  Contractor  under  our 
supervision  and  according  to  our  specifications.  At  a  Special 
Town  Meeting  held  in  November,  funds  totaling  $30,000.00 
were  appropriated  to  defray  all  costs  incurred  by  the 
Water  Department  in  accomplishing  their  part  of  the  pro¬ 
ject.  While  this  work  is  being  performed,  there  will  be  no 
fire  protection  in  this  section  of  the  Town. 

A  map  of  the  Town  showing  water  mains  and  appurten¬ 
ances  on  various  streets  and  ways  is  in  the  process  of  being 
drawn  up  and  copies  of  this  master  plan  will  be  available 
to  the  various  Town  Departments  in  the  very  near  future. 

The  tree  planting  program  inaugurated  in  1958  was 
conducted  again  this  year  with  1,500  transplants  set  out  in 
the  watershed  area.  As  there  are  yet  open  acres  where 
vegetation  is  essential,  this  program  will  be  continued  in 
1964. 

At  the  March  11  meeting,  the  Board  of  Water  Commis¬ 
sioners  reorganized  with  Francis  J.  Hibbert,  Chairman,  Nor¬ 
man  O.  Nickerson,  Secretary  and  Robert  J.  Chase  re-elected 
to  the  Commission  for  three  years  at  the  Annual  Town 
Election.  Soon  after  its  reorganization,  Norman  O.  Nicker¬ 
son  was  forced  to  tender  his  resignation  due  to  the  Conflict 
of  Interest  Statute  which  went  into  effect  on  May  1.  Mr. 
Nickerson  had  served  on  this  Board  for  more  than  20  years 
and  the  Commission  lost  a  loyal  and  valued  member.  In 
early  September  Chester  A.  Robinson,  Jr.  was  elected  until 
the  Annual  Town  Election  in  1964  by  the  two  remaining 
members  of  the  Commission  and  the  Selectmen  to  fill  the 
vacancy  created  by  Mr.  Nickerson. 
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It  was  also  at  its  March  11  meeting  that  the  Board  in¬ 
structed  the  Superintendent  to  perform  the  routine  task 
of  preparing  Specifications  for  inviting  bids  for  Water  Work 
Supplies  and  on  April  1  these  bids  were  opened  and  read. 
After  due  evaluation,  awards  were  made  to  the  following 
companies  in  the  various  categories: 

Cast  Iron  Pipe — Shahmoon  Industries 

Blk.  Wrt.  Iron  Pipe — Cement  Lined  Pipe  Co. 

Eureka  Pipe  Co. 

Brass  Goods — Red  Hed  Mfg.  Co. 

Cast  Iron  Fittings — Shahmoon  Industries 

Meters  and  Repair  Parts — Neptune  Meter  Co. 

Gate  Valves,  Gate  Valve  Boxes,  Road 

Way  Boxes  and  Service  Boxes — Hilco  Supply  Co. 

It  was  later  discovered  that  Hilco  Supply  Co.  could  not 
meet  the  specifications  on  their  product  required  by  the  De¬ 
partment  and  the  contract  for  Gate  and  Road  Way  Boxes 
was  awarded  to  the  second  lowest  bidder,  Prescott  &  Sons. 

Bids  were  also  advertised  late  in  the  year  for  Painting 
and  Cleaning  both  the  interior  and  exterior  of  the  Stand¬ 
pipe  at  Brooks  Park.  Two  painting  contractors  submitted 
bids  and  Roy  O.  Leonard  of  Framingham,  Mass,  was  awarded 
the  Contract  for  the  bid  price  of  $6,770.00.  A  very  satisfac¬ 
tory  job  was  performed  and  the  Standpipe  is  now  in  first 
class  condition. 

This  past  year  several  members  of  the  Harwich  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce  met  with  the  Board  of  Water  Commis¬ 
sioners  at  a  regular  meeting  to  discuss  the  possibility  of 
using  property  in  the  watershed  area  for  laying  out  a  Muni¬ 
cipal  Golf  Course  in  the  event  that  it  is  voted  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting.  We,  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners, 
contacted  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  for  its 
advise  on  the  issue  and  a  letter  from  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  is  now  on  file  which  reads  that  it  will  not  support  any 
project  other  than  water  supply  development  on  land 
originally  acquired  by  the  Water  Department  for  that  pur¬ 
pose. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  there  have  been  no 
serious  breaks  or  leaks  in  the  distribution  lines  and  all 
pumping  equipment  has  been  maintained  in  a  good  state 
of  repair.  Hydrants  received  periodic  inspection  and  some 
were  painted  during  the  year  with  the  remainder  sched¬ 
uled  to  receive  a  coat  of  paint  in  1964.  Gate  valves  were 
checked  and  brought  up  to  grade  where  needed  and  our 
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meter  repair  and  testing  program  was  enforced  as  usual. 
We  would  like  to  add  that  visitors  are  welcome  to  inspect 
our  buildings  and  equipment  at  any  time  and  to  acquaint 
themselves  with  the  varied  assignments  carried  out  by  the 
Water  Department  personnel. 

Two  of  the  vehicles  owned  by  this  Department  are  prov¬ 
ing  rather  expensive  to  maintain  and  it  would  seem  advis¬ 
able  to  insert  an  article  in  the  1964  Warrant  requesting 
funds  to  replace  these  vehicles.  However,  because  an  in¬ 
crease  in  the  1964  tax  rate  appears  imminent,  we  have 
agreed  to  delay  our  request  until  1965  when  it  will  then  be 
imperative  to  act  upon  this  matter. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  thank  those  who  have  assisted 
us  in  any  way  during  this  year  just  past  and  to  express  our 
appreciation  to  the  personnel  in  our  department  for  their 
cooperation.

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Report  of  the  Waterways  Study  Committee 


To  the  Selectmen  of  Harwich: 

Gentlemen: 

1963  has  been  a  busy  and  productive  year  for  this  com¬ 
mittee.  Thanks  to  affirmative  action  by  the  voters  of  Har¬ 
wich  and  the  wholehearted  cooperation  of  your  office  the 
channel  at  Round  Cove  has  been  dredged,  channel  bouys 
maintained  and  a  light  established  at  Allen  Harbor. 

Again  in  1963,  this  committee  has  met  at  least  monthly 
and  held  its  4th  Annual  Public  Meeting  in  August,  1963. 

Of  chief  concern  to  us  has  been  the  planning  involved 
in  the  proposal  to  establish  a  new  harbor  at  Andrews  River 
in  South  Harwich.  Endless  meetings  have  been  held  with  the 
U.S.  Corps  of  Engineers,  the  Massachusetts  Division  of 
Waterways  (which,  under  new  leadership,  is  beginning  to 
emerge  from  the  confusion  of  recent  years)  and  others. 

On  April  18,  1963  the  U.S.  Corps  of  Engineers  held  a 
public  hearing  concerning  the  Andrews  River  project  and, 
after  all  points  of  view  were  expressed,  the  people  of  Har¬ 
wich  expressed  approval  by  a  vote  of  68  to  11.  The  U.S. 
Corps  of  Engineers  has  completed  a  preliminary  recon- 
naisance  of  this  project  and  has  reported  favorably  on  its 
feasibility.  This  committee  completed  a  most  complex 
use  and  economic  justification  study  at  the  request  of  the 
U.S.  Corps  of  Engineers  and  the  results  were  shared  with 
the  general  public.  In  addition,  a  capsule  report  of  this 
project  is  currently  being  made  available  to  the  voters  of 
Harwich  to  enable  them  to  arrive  at  what  we  hope  will  be  a 
favorable  judgment  concerning  providing  the  Town’s  share 
of  the  costs  involved. 

We  are  particularly  pleased  that  thanks  to  the  fine 
work  of  your  office,  the  Town  of  Harwich  now  holds  title  to 
the  land  in  the  Andrews  River  area. 

The  wisdom  of  having  reserve  funds  available  was 
demonstrated  when  the  heavy  storm  of  December  1, 
threatened  to  seriously  damage  the  channels  at  Wychmere 
and  Allen  Harbor.  Quick  dragline  removal  of  sand  and 
sandbagging  a  weak  spot  prevented  further  costly  damage. 
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We  hope  that  the  Allen  Harbor  Town  Landing  will  be 
rebuilt  in  1964  and  that  essential  jetty  repairs  will  be  made 
at  Allen  Harbor  and  Wychmere  Harbor. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  fine  support  we  have  received 
from  your  office,  the  Townspeople,  Hon.  Hasting  Keith,  Hon. 
Allan  Jones,  Hon.  Stephen  Weekes,  the  U.S.  Corps  of  En¬ 
gineers  and  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Division  of  Water¬ 
ways  and  a  host  of  others  who  recognize  the  great  value 
in  properly  maintaing  and  substantially  expanding  facili¬ 
ties  for  commercial  and  recreational  boating.

Waterways  Study  Committee 
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Report  of  the  Shellfish  Warden 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Shellfishing  in  Harwich  is  becoming  a  big  business. 
This  is  due  to  the  large  set  of  quahaugs  in  Pleasant  Bay. 
It  has  been  estimated  that  there  is  $1,500,000.00  now  in 
the  Bay  (Chatham,  Harwich  and  Orleans)  with  Harwich 
having  a  good  share. 

These  quahaugs  are  growing  slowly  in  some  sections, 
but  fast  enough  to  keep  an  even  supply  for  the  commercial 
fishermen.  This  excellent  fishing,  under  existing  conditions, 
is  good  for  at  least  the  next  four  years. 

Commercial  scallop  fishing  does  not  look  too  good  for 
next  year.  There  was  a  poor  crop  this  year,  but  the  high 
price  made  it  worth  fishing  for  a  time. 

Planting  of  quahaugs  and  oysters  for  the  family  per¬ 
mit  holder  was  made  at  Round  Cove,  and  the  Cove  opened 
the  first  of  December.  Oysters  for  transplanting  were  scarce 
this  year,  but  more  will  be  available  in  1964. 

Seed  clams  have  taken  a  good  set  and  were  more  abun¬ 
dant  this  year,  and  will  be  even  better  next  year. 

Records,  experiments  and  statistics  have  been  kept  up, 
as  in  past  years,  at  the  request  of  the  Department  of  Ma¬ 
rine  Fisheries.  However,  there  has  not  been  any  work  done 
by  the  State  in  Harwich  this  year.

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Report  of  the  Park  Department 


On  April  30,  1963,  the  three  elected  Commissioners, 
Everett  T.  Ryder,  William  D.  Buckley  and  Lawrence  Coffin 
resigned  due  to  the  Conflict  of  Interest  Law  which  weni 
into  effect  May  1st. 

In  order  to  continue  work  already  started  in  the  Parks 
and  avoid  interruptions  just  as  the  busy  season  was  start¬ 
ing,  the  Selectmen  voted  to  act  as  Commissioners  for  the 
remainder  of  the  year,  and  retained  as  Supervisor,  Everett 
T.  Ryder  and  as  Assistant,  William  Buckley.  The  contract 
for  mowing  previously  awarded  to  Lawrence  Coffin  was  con¬ 
tinued.  Fourteen  were  employed  at  various  times  during 
the  season. 

Work  on  the  Grand  Stand  and  bleacher  seats  at  Brooks 
Park  was  completed  and  the  Baseball  diamond  prepared  for 
the  season. 

Some  work  was  done  on  the  Tennis  Courts,  but  their 
condition  is  not  suitable  for  continued  use  and  it  was  felt 
that  newly-elected  Commissioners  should  consider  paving 
these  Courts. 

Requests  for  the  use  of  Brooks  Park  were  approved  for 
two  Band  Concerts,  one  church  picnic  and  the  customary 
fireworks  display  the  night  before  July  4th. 

Flowers  and  markers  were  provided  for  Memorial  and 
Veteran’s  Days  at  Doane-Wheeler  Square,  Harwichport. 

The  present  Commissioners  are  recommending  in  Arti¬ 
cles  in  the  Warrant  that  the  Larsen  property  on  Wychmere 
Harbor  be  put  under  the  care  of  the  Park  Dept.,  that  cer¬ 
tain  interior  repairs  be  made  to  the  Comfort  Station  in 
the  Public  Parking  area  at  Harwichport  and  that  a  study 
be  made  of  the  possibility  of  acquiring  additional  land  at 
the  east  end  of  Lond  Pond. 

At  this  time  the  Park  Dept,  has  under  its  care  sixteen 
locations  in  the  Town. 

We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  Boy  Scout  Troop  76 
for  their  help  in  caring  for  the  flag  at  Wheeler  Square.

Park  Commissioners 
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Annual  Report  of  the  Playground 
and  Recreation  Commission 


In  its  fourteenth  annual  report  to  the  Town,  the  Play¬ 
ground  and  Recreation  Commission  outlines  in  brief,  a 
summation  of  an  expanded  program.  The  partial  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  High  School  at  the  very  end  of  1963  enabled 
the  Whitney  Tileston  Music  Classes  to  move  into  their  new 
quarters  and  relieve  the  strain  on  the  seams  of  the  old 
Recreation  Building.  An  estimated  600  visited  the  Veterans 
Administration  plus  14,613  individuals  logged  in  the  office, 
brings  the  total  well  over  15,000.  Brooks  Academy  again 
accommodated  the  Creative  Arts  classes  during  the  Summer 
activities. 

The  Summer  Sports  Program,  for  the  second  year, 
under  the  able  direction  of  Leo  S.  Palmer,  Jr.,  expanded  in 
attendance  and  participation,  far  exceeding  1962.  He  was 
most  ably  assisted  by  Miss  Betty  Sawin,  and  together  they 
made  the  finest  pair  of  administrators,  exceeded  by  none. 
Synchronized  and  competitive  swimming,  not  only  cap¬ 
tured  the  participants,  but  all  the  sand-sitters  as  well.  The 
Field-Assistant  shared  responsibilities  with  the  Director  and 
acted  as  Beach  Guard  on  the  shore.  During  the  eight 
weeks  session  4,019  individual  recreation  and  instruction 
hours,  covering  all  sports  were  chartered  in  a  day-by-day 
record,  making  an  increase  of  551  hours  over  last  year. 
More  than  250  children  from  six  to  fifteen  participated  in 
the  annual  Water  Sports  and  Field  Events  held  at  Sand 
Pond  and  Brooks  Park.  Besides  the  usual  ribbons,  eight 
Alonzo  Stagg  medals,  for  good  sportsmanship,  were  awarded. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  Commission  has  been 
seriously  troubled  with  vandalism  at  Sand  Pond,  late  in 
the  evening  and  on  weekends  particularly.  Curfew  and  a 
chain  link  fence  are  the  result. 

As  the  Finance  Committee  sliced  the  Recreation  Budget, 
repairs  to  the  building  were  limited  to  the  shingling  of  a 
small  section  of  the  roof  and  replacing  the  floor  in  room 
three. 
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The  Commission  continues  to  sponsor  the  Creative 
Arts  Classes  and  to  underwrite  them.  The  Commission 
maintains  its  interest  in  the  Harwich  Junior  Theatre  and 
believes  firmly  in  these  classes  which  give  children  this 
valuable  experience.  Wheelock  College  offered  an  attrac¬ 
tive  credit  program  similar  to  California’s  “Idylwilde”  and 
Michigan’s  “Interlochen”  using  the  C.  A.  children,  facilities 
and  materials.  The  proposed  plan  would  enlarge  and  im¬ 
prove  the  creative  arts  program  and  provide  both  graduate 
students  and  the  children,  an  experience  with  master 
teachers. 

A  RECREATION  LEADER  POW  WOW  was  held  on 
March  27  in  the  Recreation  Building,  when  the  Commission 
entertained  twenty-four  leaders,  from  all  over  the  Cape, 
at  a  sit-down-pot-luck  supper.  Purpose — informal  exchange 
of  ideas — was  accomplished,  and  tentative  plans  made  for 
another  gathering. 

The  Recreation  Assistant  is  directing  a  growing  class 
in  Furnture  Refinishing,  for  the  third  year.  As  a  service  to 
the  public,  without  charge,  the  class  meets  on  Thursday  at 
the  Recreation  Building  where  a  dozen  or  more  men  and 
women  transform  their  own  furniture  under  the  wachful 
eyes  of  an  expert. 

As  a  result  of  the  head-lines  in  the  Standard  Times 
which  appeared  early  in  November:  ‘‘HARWICH’S  NEED 
FOR  PLAY  AREAS  CALLED  GREATEST,”  the  Recreation 
Commission  has  invited  Lewis  A.  Carter  to  visit  Harwich  and 
discuss  the  matter  on  the  6th  of  January.  Mr.  Carter, 
Recreation  Consultant  from  the  Department  of  Natural 
Resources,  has  completed  a  report  of  the  Outdoor  Recrea¬ 
tional  Resources  of  Barnstable  County — a  study  of  exist¬ 
ing  areas  and  facilities,  present  needs,  and  recommendations 
concerned  with  future  needs.

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Annual  Report  of  the 
Conservation  Commission 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Optomistically,  we  are  hopeful  that  the  past  year  has  pro¬ 
duced  some  improvement  in  the  conservation  outlook,  for  1963 
has  been  a  year  of  continuous  activity  and  study  by  this 
conscientious  committee.  Through  the  month  of  July,  the 
commission  averaged  semi-monthly  meetings,  vacationed 
August  and  September,  and  then  met  in  weekly  session  until 
the  end  of  the  year. 

Four  Articles  submitted  by  the  Commission  were  approved 
at  the  regular  Town  Meeting,  March  4,  1963.  In  accordance 
with  Chapter  40,  the  establishment  of  a  Conservation  Fund 
was  approved  by  the  Town,  thus  meeting  the  first  require¬ 
ment  of  the  Massachusetts  “self-help”  program,  wherein 
commissions  may  be  reimbursed  up  to  50%  of  the  costs  of 
approved  land  acquisition.  Although  we  have  not  asked  for 
an  addition  to  this  fund  at  the  coming  Town  Meeting,  we 
do  strongly  recommend  an  annual  appropriation,  within  the 
statutory  limitation,  for  conservation. 

In  Article  44  of  the  1963  warrant,  the  Town  voted  to  in¬ 
struct  the  Selectmen  to  make  purchases  of  certain  parcels 
of  land  at  a  reasonable  price,  the  sum  appropriated  from 
the  Conservation  Fund  not  to  exceed  $2,000.00. 

Rufus  Pina,  Jr.,  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  to  fill 
the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Oliver  Suhonen,  at 
an  earlier  date.  It  is  with  regret  that  we  have  accepted 
the  resignation  of  Irene  Derby,  who  has  served  the  Com¬ 
mission  for  several  years. 

Signatures  of  abuttors  on,  and  residents  near,  the 
Herring  River  Marshland,  south  of  Route  28,  have  been 
secured,  thus  indicating  their  interest  in  its  preservation. 

%  •  ,  r 

The  Commission  publicized  and  protested  at  all  of  the 
hearings,  the  intention  of  Messrs.  Sullivan  to  construct  a 
motel  on  Route  28,  where  one-third  of  the  property  is 
marshland.  We  contended  that  the  land  was  unsuitable 
for  building  and  sewage  disposal;  we  feared  pollution  of  the 
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Herring  River  and  objected  to  the  destruction  of  a  view 
of  the  river.  In  spite  of  almost  unanimous  protests  at  the 
hearings,  the  owners  are  within  their  legal  rights  and  may 
build  on  Route  28. 

The  Selectmen,  Planning  Board  and  Conservation  Com¬ 
mission  have  met  in  joint  session  to  discuss  subjects  of 
mutual  interest:  Relocation  of  the  Town  Dump,  now  in 
the  Herring  River  Conservation  Area;  establishment  of 
Town  forest;  MASTER  PLAN  FOR  HARWICH,  by  MASTER 
PLANNERS. 

The  “disposal  areas”  of  the  several  towns  in  the  Mid- 
Cape  have  been  carefully  surveyed  by  members  of  the  Har¬ 
wich  Conservation  Commission,  covering  design,  equipment, 
methods  of  operation,  costs  and  other  phases.  Comparisons 
and  conclusions  reveal  conditions  at  Harwich — the  worst! 
Recommendations  have  been  offered  -  BUT  -  as  reported  one 
year  ago;  “Within  the  confines  of  our  dumping-area, 
montainous  peaks  of  rusting  steel  blot  out  the  contours  of 
the  land — while  “honey-wagons”  bathe  in  the  stream  as  it 
wends  its  way  through  the  marsh.” 

We  look  with  admiration  on  our  neighboring  town  of 
Chatham,  which  has  so  successfully  formed  a  privately  sup¬ 
ported  multi-purpose  Foundation,  in  the  interest  of  Con¬ 
servation  in  its  many  phases,  and  including  significant  his¬ 
torical  sites.  In  a  beautifully  rendered,  artistic  brochure, 
available  to  the  public  is  a  complete  description  of  the 
organization. 

Our  meetings  are  open  to  all  who  are  concerned  with 
our  present  assets  and  future  needs.

115  of  the  General  Laws,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Veterans’  Service. 

This  Department  has  served  nearly  twice  as  many 
veterans  and  their  dependents  this  past  year  than  in  any 
other  one  year  before. 

The  permanent  cases  in  the  Department  number  27; 
there  are  in  addition  6  cases  which  are  temporary  and  4 
cases  receiving  Medical  care  only,  making  a  total  of  37 
cases,  an  increase  of  14  cases. 

In  a  full  year  of  operation  we  have  found  the  new 
“Mass  65”  Insurance  Program  to  be  very  beneficial  to  the 
taxpayer.  At  the  present  time  10  recipients  are  enrolled  in 
this  program,  6  finding  it  necessary  to  use  the  Hospitaliza¬ 
tion  Plan. 

Under  the  Veterans’  Benefit  Program  Law  Acts  of  1958 
we  are  obliged  to  put  a  lien  on  property  of  the  veterans, 
making  it  possible  for  the  amount  of  $3,520.09  to  be  paid 
back  to  the  Town.  There  were  a  total  of  9  liens,  3  were 
placed  in  1963  and  2  discharged  in  1963. 

Under  the  General  Laws,  Chapter  493  Acts  of  1954,  we 
were  expected  to  apply  assignments  in  Workmen’s  Com¬ 
pensation  Claims  and  other  Insurance  Claims  for  any  per¬ 
son  receiving  benefits  until  the  claims  are  adjusted.  There 
have  been  2  assignments  for  Veterans  in  Harwich  and  1  for 
the  City  of  Boston.  The  Town  usually  has  a  100%  return  if 
the  claims  are  found  in  favor  of  the  recipient,  if  not  a  50% 
reimbursement  is  realized. 
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As  Agent  of  the  Department  for  the  past  two  years,  I 
feel  fully  confident,  with  some  reservations,  of  handling  the 
complicated  process  of  serving  the  needs  of  our  Veterans. 

The  elimination  of  the  V.  A.  Representative  who  has  been 
coming  to  Hyannis  once  a  month  for  the  past  year  appears 
in  sight  This  has  been  predicted  for  some  time  and  will 
create  more  pressure  on  the  local  Directors.  I  am  always 
willing  to  assist  the  Veterans  who  need  assistance  with  the 
V.  A.  Program  of  Benefits. 

In  1962  I  proposed  Harwich  as  the  place  for  the  1963 
Annual  Convention.  This  was  accepted  and  was  held  at  the. 
Snow  Inn,  Harwich  Port  in  June.  It  was  a  privilege  to  serve 
as  Host  and  Chairman  for  this  four-day  event.  It  is  ex¬ 
pected  that  the  1965  annual  meeting  will  again  be  held  here. 

Little  could  be  accomplished  without  the  help  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Employ¬ 
ment  Security  in  Hyannis,  the  Town  Departments,  and  the 
M.  S.  P.  C.  C.  in  Hyannis.  To  all  of  these  agencies  we  are 
extremely  grateful  and  we  extend  our  appreciation.

Report  of  the  Director  of  Civil  Defense 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
to  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

I  hereby  submit  the  report  of  the  Department  of  Civil 
Defense  for  the  year  1963. 

The  basis  for  Civil  Defense  is  the  preparation  in  the 
event  of  disaster  and  through  a  voluntary,  cooperative 
effort  we  have  trained  during  the  past  year  several  volun¬ 
teers  who  have  been  awarded  certificates  as  Radiological 
Monotoring  officers.  We  also  have  a  qualified  licensed  Radio 
Officer  and  hope  to  train  other  volunteers  during  the  com¬ 
ing  year. 

These  training  programs  are  designed  to  prepare  our 
citizens  to  take  care  of  themselves  and  their  families, 
whether  the  disaster  be  a  flood,  a  hurricane,  an  explosion  or 
the  ultimate  test  of  Civil  Defense,  a  nuclear  bombing. 

I  am  also  pleased  that  during  the  past  year  we  were 
one  of  the  first  Towns  on  the  Cape  to  complete  marking 
and  stockpiling  of  our  shelter  program.

Director 
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Report  of  the  Insect  Pest  Control 
and  Tree  Warden  Departments 


It  is  with  great  concern  that  I  submit  my  1963  report 
as  Tree  Warden  and  Moth  Superintendent,  for  I  feel  at  the 
present  time  that  without  a  major  change  our  public  shade 
trees  will  receive  no  further  care  nor  the  Moth  Department 
be  permitted  to  do  any  spraying  as  a  town  operated  de¬ 
partment. 

During  the  period  January  to  May  1st,  the  forestry  de¬ 
partment  fertilized  and  cared  for  the  five  hundred  or  more 
small  trees  set  out  by  the  Town.  Twenty-one  large  dead 
trees  and  five  large  stumps  were  removed  from  the  road¬ 
sides. 

Under  Article  71,  twenty-three  new  trees  were  set  out. 
In  order  to  provide  variety,  we  are  now  trying  several 
Buisman  elms,  similar  to  the  American  elm  but  resistant  to 
Dutch  Elm  disease.  Fifteen  large  native  maples  were  taken 
from  the  Town  Nursery  and  set  out  on  South  Street  near 
the  golf  links.  These  trees  were  so  large  that  they  had  to 
be  moved  by  a  front-end  loader  to  a  location  with  adequate 
surrounding  work  room. 

On  May  1st  the  Conflict  of  Interest  Law  passed  by  the 
State  Legislature  went  into  effect;  and  although  most  of 
the  towns  in  the  State  were  able  to  get  around  the  law  and 
continue  their  shade  tree  care,  the  Town  of  Harwich  stopped 
all  tree  work.  This  new  law  put  the  forestry  department 
back  twenty  years.  Many  of  the  towns  that  considered  their 
shade  trees  very  important  went  out  and  bought  new 
trucks  and  equipment  so  this  work  could  be  carried  on. 

I  have  put  an  article  in  the  coming  town  meeting  war¬ 
rant  asking  for  funds  in  order  that  the  forestry  department 
may  continue  to  function.  It  seems  like  a  great  waste  of 
time  and  money  to  stop  all  tree  care  now.  I  have  placed 
this  article  in  the  warrant  because  I  feel  the  voters  of  Har¬ 
wich  should  know  what  is  going  on  in  regard  to  public  shade 
trees  and  provide  them  an  opportunity  to  vote  to  continue 
or  discontinue  the  work  of  the  forestry  department.  No 
town  today  can  afford  to  have  rotten  trees  and  dead  limbs 
hanging  over  busy  streets.  If  we  don’t  set  out  trees  now, 
our  children  will  have  no  shade  trees  to  enjoy  later. 
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The  work  of  the  Moth  Department  was  also  hampered 
by  the  Conflict  of  Interest  Law,  but  in  order  to  get  started 
on  the  spraying  program  without  too  much  delay,  I  agreed 
with  the  Selectmen  to  use  my  truck  at  no  cost  to  the  Town 
except  for  gasoline  and  oil  while  the  truck  was  in  use  for 
spraying. 

The  only  leaf-eating  insect  that  made  any  noticeable 
increase  over  last  year  was  the  pine  looper.  If  this  same 
rate  of  increase  continues  next  year  we  may  have  trouble 
saving  our  many  pine  trees. 

We  lost  two  more  large  elm  trees  to  Dutch  Elm  disease. 
But  while  it  is  not  possible  to  stop  this  disease  that  is 
destroying  the  large  elm  trees  all  over  the  State,  we  should 
do  all  we  can  to  protect  the  elm  trees  we  have.

Mrs.  Howard  Cahoon  and  Mrs.  Preston  Doane  have  re¬ 
ceived  certificates  for  completing  a  course  “The  Library  as 
an  Information  Center”  given  at  the  Plymouth  Public 
Library. 

Chief  Librarian,  Mrs.  Preston  Doane  is  serving  as  Presi¬ 
dent  Sub.  Regional  Advisory  Council  for  the  South  Eastern 
area  of  Massachusetts  (Cape  and  Island)  and  is  a  member 
of  the  Eastern  Advisory  Council. 

For  the  past  year  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  been  mak¬ 
ing  a  study  of  the  heating  plant  of  the  library  building  and 
on  the  advice  of  a  heating  engineer  believe  the  present 
plant  is  inadequate.

During  the  past  year,  monthly  fire  drills  have  been  well 
attended  by  the  firefighters,  with  the  drillmasters  doing  a 
fine  job  with  the  training  program.  A  number  of  new  fire¬ 
fighters  have  been  added  to  the  force  giving  us  three  well 
balanced  companies. 

The  maintenance  cost  of  the  fire  apparatus  has  in¬ 
creased  sharply  this  past  year  due  to  the  age  of  some  equip¬ 
ment.  A  program  of  replacing  this  equipment  must  begin  now 
to  insure  the  Town  reliable  fire  fighting  equipment. 

Outlying  stations  must  be  built  soon  to  give  us  fast 
and  positive  response  to  all  areas  throughout  the  Town. 
The  West  Harwich  area  is  the  problem  today,  and  the  fu¬ 
ture  expansion  of  this  area  will  be  an  even  greater  problem 
if  land  is  not  acquired  soon  and  a  station  built  so  that  distri¬ 
bution  of  equipment  may  be  made  for  better  fire  protection. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  men  of  the  department  for  co¬ 
operation  and  donation  of  time  during  the  last  year;  to 
members  and  Chiefs  of  other  Towns  and  to  the  Citizens 
of  Harwich  for  their  cooperation.

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Report  of  the  Cemetery  Commissioners 


To  the  Voters  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 

This  year  we  have  done  the  best  we  could  with  our 
appropriation  and  kept  the  cemeteries  we  had  in  fair  con¬ 
dition,  with  few  major  improvements.  This  year  our  appro¬ 
priation  was  cut  $4,000.00,  and  at  the  same  time  the  Town 
accepted  the  South  Harwich  Cemetery  which  was  in  very 
poor  condition.  The  result  was,  we  could  do  nothing  at 
South  Harwich.  This  cemetery  needs  a  lot  of  work  done  on 
it  and  we  hope  we  can  start  to  do  it  this  coming  year. 

The  North  Harwich  and  East  Harwich  Cemeteries  are 
in  fair  condition  and  improve  in  appearance  each  year  as 
repairs  are  made  and  landscaping  done. 

Island  Pond  is  the  only  active  cemetery  owned  by  the 
Town,  and  expansion  should  be  made  each  year.  We  started 
in  1962,  but  could  not  expand  in  1963,  and  now  two-thirds  of 
the  lots  in  the  new  area  are  sold.  We  probably  do  not  have 
enough  lots  to  carry  us  through  1964  unless  more  are  made 
available.  There  is  enough  area  in  this  cemetery  for 
approximately  another  370  lots. 

Other  cemeteries  under  our  care  are  Queen  Anne,  Bells 
Neck,  Kelley  Street,  End  of  the  Pond,  Harwich  Center  and 
two  small  cemeteries — one  on  Lothrope  Avenue  and  one  on 
Route  39  in  East  Harwich. 

We  feel  that  all  of  these  cemeteries  should  be  kept  in 
the  very  best  of  condition,  and  we  are  asking  the  minimum 
appropriation  we  feel  is  needed  to  do  this.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Twelve  years  ago,  the  School  Committee’s  annual  re¬ 
port  stressed  the  urgent  need  for  additional  classroom  space 
at  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  level.  With  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  splendid  new  school,  which  now  is  in  full  operation, 
this  need  no  longer  exists.  Twelve  years  of  enduring  over¬ 
crowded  conditions  and  operating  with  inadequate  facilities 
and  equipment  have  been  removed.  To  the  people  of  Har¬ 
wich  we  extend  our  heartfelt  appreciation  for  recognizing 
and  accepting  this  responsibility. 

Some  of  the  many  items  of  business  transacted  by  the 
Committee  this  past  year  include: 

The  Summer  school  program  was  expanded  enabling  a 
greater  number  of  children  to  obtain  necessary  additional 
training. 

To  provide  for  the  continued  growth  of  the  school  pro¬ 
gram,  three  well  qualified  new  instructors  were  added  to  the 
High  School  staff. 

Teacher’s  salaries  were  moderately  raised  in  accordance 
with  the  Committee’s  policy  to  maintain  a  competitive  and 
respectable  salary  schedule. 

With  the  inclusion  of  comprehensive  equipment  and 
tools  in  the  shops  of  the  new  school  and  a  planned  expan¬ 
sion  of  the  industrial  arts  curriculum,  the  Committee  is 
hopeful  that  our  disturbingly  high  student  drop-out  rate  will 
be  reduced.  Many  of  the  potential  drop-outs  will  find  the 
stimulus  in  such  courses  as  automotive,  carpentry,  etc.,  to 
complete  their  secondary  schooling  and  graduate  with  the 
general  skill  and  familiarity  of  tools,  machines,  and  ma¬ 
terials  used  in  a  trade  which  they  wish  to  pursue. 

The  Committee  honors  the  memory  of  Scott  A.  Ellis,  In¬ 
dustrial  Arts  teacher.  His  untimely  death  ended  21  years 
of  devoted  and  distinguished  service  in  our  schools. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  gratitude  for  the 
support  and  cooperation  of  the  townspeople.  Only  the  com- 
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bined  and  continued  effort  of  educators  and  laymen  alike 
will  insure  our  children  the  opportunity  for  a  strong  and 
progressive  education  which  will  prepare  them  to  take  their 
place  in  our  society  as  knowledgeable,  useful  and  respon¬ 
sible  citizens.

The  Change  Over 

As  this  report  is  written  the  climax  to  six  years  of  en¬ 
deavor  is  taking  place.  The  greatest  mass  migration  of 
pupils  in  the  history  of  Harwich  is  going  on.  During  this 
Christmas  vacation  period,  approximately  385  pupils  from 
grade  eight  through  twelve  from  the  “Old”  Harwich  High 
School  and  seventy-five  seventh  graders  from  the  Brooks 
Academy  Building  are  moving  to  the  new  $1,655,000.00  Jun¬ 
ior-Senior  High  School  on  Oak  Street.  In  addition  one  inter¬ 
mediate-ungraded  class,  and  six  rooms  (155  pupils)  of  fifth 
and  sixth  grade  pupils  are  preparing  to  change  from  the 
Elementary  School  to  the  Intermediate  School  on  Sisson 
Road  (old  High  School).  Moreover,  four  of  the  six  rooms 
being  vacated  will  be  promptly  occupied  by  pupils  in  grades 
kindergarten  through  four,  previously  housed  in  the  art 
room,  cafeteria,  principal’s  office,  multipurpose  room  and 
chair  room. 

Of  960  pupils  in  the  schools,  approximately  725  will  be 
in  new  quarters  when  schools  reopen  in  January,  1964.  The 
financing  and  building  of  the  New  School  has  been  a  major 
effort  for  Harwich,  the  result  of  ten  or  more  years  of  plan¬ 
ning. 

In  1964  the  three  buildings  in  use  will  adequately  care 
for  the  needs  of  all  pupils  in  the  community.  For  the  first 
time  since  the  depression  in  the  thirties  Harwich  actually 
has  classrooms  not  immediately  needed. 

The  New  High  School  was  built  for  500  pupils.  In 
January,  1964,  it  will  house  a  few  more  than  350.  The  Inter¬ 
mediate  and  Elementary  Schools  each  have  two  or  more 
empty  rooms.  Brooks  Academy  building  has  been  closed. 
We  now  have  room  for  expansion  without  further  expendi¬ 
tures.  This  situation,  temporary  though  it  may  be,  is  very 
pleasing  and  is  perhaps  unique  in  Massachusetts. 

The  sudden  acquisition  of  so  much  additional  space 
presents  a  splendid  opportunity  to  rebuild,  revise  and  im¬ 
prove  the  curriculum  throughout  the  whole  school  system. 
This  is  our  primary  present  goal. 

Brooks 

For  120  years  the  Brooks  Academy  building  has  been  in 
constant  use.  On  December  twentieth,  at  2:00  P.M.,  the 
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head  of  the  School,  Mr.  William  Fish,  Jr.,  closed  the  doors, 
probably  for  the  last  time  as  a  school.  In  his  report  for 
1963  Mr.  Fish  briefly  discusses  its  history  under  the  head¬ 
ing  “Milestones  in  the  Life  of  Brooks  Academy.”  This  in¬ 
teresting  account  is  printed  here  in  full. 

Milestones  in  the  Life  of  Brooks  Academy 

“As  the  doors  to  Brooks  Academy  close  on  this  “institu¬ 
tion  of  learning,”  one’s  mind  goes  back  over  a  few  of  the 
milestones  in  the  history  of  this  venerable  building. 

It  is  said  that  the  Academy  was  erected  for  Sydney 
Brooks  in  1844,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Luther  Gifford, 
an  accomplished  architect  of  Syracuse,  New  York,  and  a 
native  of  Harwich.  At  its  completion,  it  was  known  as  “Pine 
Grove  Seminary,”  a  place  of  learning,  including  a  course  in 
navigation,  the  first  of  its  kind  in  America.  The  enrollment, 
at  first,  included  about  fifty  (50)  pupils — under  the  care  of 
Mr.  Brooks,  an  able  teacher  of  the  Chatham  Academy. 

The  following  are  interesting  excerpts  taken  from  the 
Barnstable  Patriot  of  1845. 

“Pine  Grove  Seminary” 

“This  institution  is  situated  in  the  central  part  of  the 
town  of  Harwich,  a  little  retired  from  the  village;  and  in 
the  location  and  arrangements  of  the  building  and  the  con¬ 
tiguous  grounds  it  offers  a  pleasant  retreat  for  scholars  of 
both  sexes  who  may  leave  the  cities  during  the  Summer 
months  to  enjoy  the  benefit  of  the  sea  air  of  our  healthy 
Cape  towns.  There  will  be  four  quarters  of  eleven  weeks 
each;  a  vacation  of  two  weeks  succeeding  each  term  .  .  . 

Tuition  for  English  Studies  $3.50 

Higher  Mathematics  $4.00 

(including  Navigation  &  Surveying) 

Languages  $4.50 

Board — In  families  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of 
the  school;  from  $1.25  to  $1.75  per  week. 

A  steamboat  runs  tri-weekly  from  Boston  to  the  Cape, 
from  which  the  Stage  connects,  and  passes  by  the  Seminary, 
thus  affording  easy  communication  for  the  scholars  from 
abroad.” 

Pine  Grove  Seminary  was  operated,  as  such,  from  1844 
to  1866.  In  1870  it  was  sold  to  the  town  of  Harwich.  It  is 
said  that  at  that  time  the  second  floor  was  used  as  a  hall 
by  the  church  and  community  and  known  as  “Seminary 
Hall.” 
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In  the  1880’s  a  private  school  was  held  on  the  second 
floor.  Sometime  before  1890  this  floor  was  occupied  by  the 
intermediate  school,  and  in  1890  the  first  floor  was  used  by 
the  primary  department. 

During  the  Summer  of  1890  some  remodeling  was  done 
and  the  high  school  then  took  over  the  first  floor  and  re¬ 
mained  there  until  1937  when  it  moved  into  a  new  building 
on  Sisson  Road. 

Additions  were  built  over  the  years. 

From  1937-1949  the  first  four  grades  occupied  the  build¬ 
ing. 

From  1952-1955  the  building  was  used  by  the  sixth  and 
seventh  grades  and  in  1956  by  the  seventh  grade  only.  Since 
then — until  the  present  time  the  building  has  housed  both 
the  seventh  and  intermediate  ungraded  groups. 

It  is  with  nostalgia  that  we  leave  this  well-known  land¬ 
mark,  but  time  marches  on  and  we  must  welcome  our  en¬ 
trance  into  new  surroundings.  It  is  pleasant  to  know,  how¬ 
ever,  that  plans  are  being  made  for  the  building  to  be  used 
for  worthwhile  purposes.  Thus,  another  “Milestone”  in  the 
history  of  Brooks  Academy  comes  to  a  close.  May  the 
Academy  enjoy  many  more  years  of  continued  usefulness.” 

We  echo  Mr.  Fish’s  last  sentence.  “May  ‘The  Academy’ 
enjoy  many  more  years  of  usefulness.”

High  School  Curriculum 

Turning  to  the  outstanding  and  important  achieve¬ 
ments  and  future  plans  in  the  several  departments  and  levels 
of  the  schools,  Mr.  C.  D.  MacKay,  Principal  of  the  High 
School  gives  a  brief  preview  of  curriculum  plans. 

“We  hope  to  teach  all  subject  classes  on  three  levels: 
college  preparatory,  general  or  commercial,  and  classes  for 
the  slower  student.  We  have  already  done  this  in  our  eighth 
grade  but  lack  of  space  prohibited  further  expansion. 

We  also  plan  a  basic  general  shop  program  including 
woodworking,  metal  working,  electricity  and  mechanical 
drawing  for  grades  6  to  8.  For  grades  9-12,  an  Industrial 
Arts  major  will  be  provided  which  will  be  of  a  semi- trade 
nature  including  related  mechanical  drawing  and  an  ex¬ 
perience  in  various  occupations  of  the  area  such  as: 

Carpentry  (rough  and  finish) 

Masonry 

Interiors  (painting  and  drywall  finishing) 
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House  Wiring 
Plumbing  &  Heating 
Automotives 

Small  motors,  outboard  motors 
Appliance  repair 

College  bound  students  may  enroll  in  this  program 
(when  possible  by  scheduling)  in  order  to  gain  experience 
which  would  help  in  college  expense.  Also,  if  desired,  they 
may  continue  in  a  general  shop  program  on  an  elective  basis 
as  to  time  and  project  work. 

Mechanical  drawing  and  house  planning  will  be  available 
for  all  students,  college  and  others. 

Guidance 

The  Director  of  Guidance  discusses  location  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Class  of  1962,  plans  of  the  members  of  the  present 
Senior  class  and  comments  on  scholarship  aid.  Mr.  Abbott 
says:  “In  June,  1963,  thirty-three  students  graduated  from 
Harwich  High  School.  Ten  graduates  have  enrolled  in  four- 
year  colleges  and  universities,  eight  are  attending  two- 
year  schools,  one  is  seeking  a  nursing  career,  one  is  pur¬ 
suing  post-graduate  education  at  a  preparatory  school,  five 
are  being  trained  in  vocational  schools,  three  have  entered 
the  armed  forces  and  five  are  working. 

75.5  per  cent  of  the  seniors  plan  further  education  or 
training  in  the  following  schools  and  colleges:  American 
International  College,  Barnard  College,  Bentley  College  of 
Accounting  and  Finance,  Bridgewater  State  College,  Massa¬ 
chusetts  College  of  Art,  New  Bedford  Institute  of  Technology, 
Northeastern  University,  Simmons  College,  University  of 
Massachusetts,  Worcester  State  College,  Cape  Cod  Commun¬ 
ity  College,  Fisher  Junior  College,  Lasell  Junior  College,  St. 
Luke’s  Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  Tilton  School,  Brockton 
Academy  of  Beauty  Culture,  Dale  Academy,  East  Coast  Aero 
Tech  and  the  Stenotype  Institute  of  Boston. 

I  am  pleased  to  announce  that  two  seniors  received 
four-year  renewable  scholarships  from  the  universities  in 
which  they  are  enrolled.  Many  other  students  received  sub¬ 
stantial  financial  aid  made  possible  through  the  Citizens’ 
Scholarship  Foundation  of  Harwich  and  other  local  organ¬ 
izations.” 


Music 

Messrs.  Piccolo  and  Tileston  report  that  we  had  a  good 
representation  at  the  various  music  festivals  this  year.  Our 
pupils  acquitted  themselves  well  on  many  local  appearances. 
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One  difficulty  with  the  program  mentioned  by  both  men  is 
difficulty  of  scheduling  classes  as  a  “curricular”  part  of  our 
schools.  The  combined  Chatham  and  Harwich  bands  have 
worked  together  to  mutual  advantage. 

Mr.  Griffiths  sends  up  a  group  each  year  well-grounded 
in  the  fundamentals  of  instrumental  music. 

The  vocal  music,  grades  one  through  six,  has  been  in 
the  capable  hands  of  Mrs.  Iris  McKenney  again  this  year. 
She  brings  the  pupils  all  the  way  from  rote  singing  in  grade 
one  to  three-part  work  in  grade  six.  Many  fine  performances 
have  been  given  in  conjunction  with  the  “grade”  teachers 
programs. 


Art 

Mrs.  Barbara  Elliott,  Art  Supervisor,  discusses  activity 
in  her  classes  for  the  year — The  Cape  Cod  Art  Round  Robin, 
the  Woman’s  Club  project  on  Conservation,  the  decoration 
of  the  Elementary  School  windows.  She  urgently  requests 
additional  supervisors  in  order  that  the  new  Junior-Senior 
High  School  have  a  full  program. 

Elementary  School  Work 

The  report  of  the  Elementary  Supervisor  which  follows 
discusses  curriculum  work,  Summer  School,  and  Special  Class 
work: 

“The  elementary  teachers  and  I  are  constantly  work¬ 
ing  to  improve  and  add  to  the  curriculum.  At  present  the 
new  arithmetic  has  been  introduced  in  grades  one,  two,  and 
three  in  all  classes.  In  grades  four,  five,  and  six  the  arith¬ 
metic  classes  are  homogenously  grouped  in  order  that  more 
advanced  students  may  be  instructed  in  this  new  program. 
Other  classes  are  continuing  with  a  less  intensive  course. 
Next  Fall  the  entire  school  will  be  on  the  new  program.  The 
time  lag  has  been  much  less  in  Harwich  than  in  the  major¬ 
ity  of  schools  in  the  state.  The  elementary  teachers  are  to 
be  congratulated  on  the  manner  in  which  they  have  ac¬ 
cepted  this  new  program  and  the  amount  of  time  and  energy 
they  have  expended  to  make  this  curriculum  a  success.  We 
in  the  elementary  field  study  to  keep  abreast  of  all  new  de¬ 
velopments  in  curriculum,  materials,  and  methods  and  make 
continual  progress. 

Our  second  Summer  School  program  showed  an  in¬ 
crease  in  number  of  students.  The  seventy-five  children 
from  grades  one  through  seven  who  enrolled  had  a  90  per 
cent  attendance  record.  The  number  of  teachers  was  in¬ 
creased  to  four.  The  program  was  expanded  to  include  both 
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remedial  and  new  arithmetic  as  well  as  reading  and  spelling. 
Teachers  included  Mrs.  Maude  Wilkinson,  (lower  level);  Mrs. 
Hilda  Adams,  (second  level);  Mrs.  Anne  Gott,  (third  level); 
and  Mr.  Warren  Jones  (upper  level).  We  were  all  enthusiastic 
over  the  progress  made  by  the  students. 

This  Summer  School  work  reduces  the  number  of  chil¬ 
dren  needing  special  help  with  reading  during  the  school 
year.  We  are  now  averaging  six  or  less  children  needing 
help  in  each  classroom.  The  entire  C  division  in  grade  six 
is  being  helped,  however.  The  continuing  work  on  speech 
improvement  is  also  paying  dividends  as  this  is  being  shown 
to  be  a  direct  help  in  improving  work  in  the  communica¬ 
tive  arts. 

During  this  school  term  the  Special  Class  Department 
has  been  participating  in  a  series  of  field  trips  as  part  of 
their  regular  curriculum.  These  children  learn  a  great  deal 
from  observation.  Mrs.  Godfrey’s  primary  ungraded  class 
had  a  field  trip  in  October  to  the  Brewster  Science  Museum. 
It  was  so  successful  that  this  younger  group  was  included 
with  the  Chatham  class  and  Mr.  Healey’s  ungraded  inter¬ 
mediate  class  in  a  trip  to  the  Science  Museum  and  Planetar¬ 
ium  in  Boston.  This  was  a  very  valuable  experience  for  all 
these  children  and  their  work  and  attitude  has  improved  as  a 
result  of  these  teaching  devices.  I  am  expecting  to  plan 
other  field  trips  in  the  Spring  term. 

Principal 

Mr.  Nesmith  notes  that  the  elementary  enrollment 
shows  an  increase  from  five  hundred  seventy-five  to  six  hun¬ 
dred  four.  He  notes  the  fact  that  modern  math  “now  en¬ 
compasses  all  grades.” 

An  increase  of  twenty  nine  pupils  is  only  moderate  for 
the  times.  However,  we  have  four  first  grades  and  it  will  not 
be  long  before  all  elementary  grades  feel  the  impact  of  in¬ 
creasing  numbers. 


Reading 

Mrs.  Jane  Alcock  is  working  in  corrective  and  develop¬ 
mental  reading  for  the  second  year.  The  work  has  been  very 
much  handicapped  through  lack  of  space.  Both  the  ele¬ 
mentary  reading  and  speech  programs  have  been  conducted 
in  a  space  in  the  principal’s  office.  Excerpts  from  Mrs. 
Alcock’s  report  are  included  here: 

“Students  come  to  our  program  in  several  ways.  Partic¬ 
ular  attention  is  paid  to  those  pupils  whose  levels  of  ability 
and  achievement  show  a  wide  discrepancy.  In  other  cases 
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grade  teachers  or  high  school  English  teachers  recommend 
those  whom  they  feel  might  benefit  from  extra  work  in 
reading  skills  or  rate  building.  Again  in  high  school,  we 
have  those  students  who  recognize  their  own  lack  of  facility 
in  reading  and  realize  the  necessity  of  rapid  reading  and 
comprehension  in  advanced  study.  Finally,  some  students 
are  assigned  at  the  specific  request  of  parents. 

It  is  the  aim  of  this  program  to  augment  the  normal 
teaching  of  reading  in  the  lower  grades,  to  give  special  visual 
and  auditory  training  in  phonics  where  needed,  to  enrich 
vocabulary,  increase  comprehension,  and  to  promote  ease, 
confidence  and  pleasure  in  independent  reading. 

Speech 

The  program  of  speech  improvement  is  also  in  its  second 
year.  Miss  Wall  reports  in  regard  to  the  use  of  mirrors  as 
a  visual  aid.  She  states:  “This  visual  aid  (mirrors)  is  used  to: 

1.  Demonstrate  to  the  child  how  he  is  to  use  his  speech 
muscles  in  correctly  saying  the  desired  sound. 

2.  Show  correct  breathing  habits.  This  checks  the 
“shoulder”  or  “shallow”  breather  who  very  often  has: 

a.  a  disagreeable  “pitch”  to  his  voice — too  high  or  too 
harsh 

b.  a  stutter,  a  stammer,  or  a  hesitant  speech  rhythm 

c.  a  “rate”  that  is  too  fast  or  too  slow 

d.  a  “volume”  too  weak  to  be  heard  across  the  room 

3.  Demonstrate  excellent  relaxed  posture:  a  must  for 
good  speech,  good  health,  and  good  appearance.  The 
children  study  themselves  in  the  mirror  and  form  a 
habit  of  self-evaluation.” 

Health 

We  all  echo  the  words  of  Miss  Peabody,  our  school 
nurse  when  she  says,  “We  regret  that  we  had  to  accept  the 
resignation  of  Dr.  Norris  Orchard  as  school  physician.”  Dr. 
Orchard  served  our  children  with  love  and  devotion  for 
many  years.  His  careful,  time-consuming  examinations  were 
appreciated  by  all.  Miss  Peabody’s  report  and  that  of  Dr. 
Briggs,  School  Dentist,  follows: 

SCHOOL  NURSE 

“We  regret  that  we  had  to  accept  the  resignation  of  Dr. 
Norris  Orchard  as  school  physician,  but  we  were  fortunate  to 
obtain  the  services  of  Dr.  Arthur  D’Elia  for  a  year  under  a 
new  policy. 
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In  the  future  the  athletes  will  be  given  strip  physical 
examinations  as  well  as  the  first  grades,  and  any  defects 
will  be  reported  to  the  family  physician. 

Pre-school  children  for  next  year  will  be  examined  in 
the  Spring  so  that  any  defects  may  be  corrected  during  the 
Summer.  Any  child  who  is  under  a  pediatrician’s  care  will 
not  have  the  examination  at  school. 

We  have  had  no  serious  accidents  this  year,  we  have 
had  the  usual  colds,  communicable  diseases,  and  scratched 
knees. 

The  school  dentists  have  been  busy  as  you  may  see  by 
•  their  report.

ADULT  EDUCATION 


The  evening  school  program  got  off  to  a  fine  start  this 
year.  Practical  Art  classes  organized  are:  beginning  sew¬ 
ing  (two  classes,  advanced  sewing,  rug  braiding,  rug  hook¬ 
ing,  and  furniture  refinishing  (two  classes).  Academic 
classes  are:  modern  math,  oil  painting,  Conversational  Span¬ 
ish,  and  typewriting.  This  represents  a  great  increase  in 
numbers  and  classes  as  compared  to  last  year.  We  hope  to 
expand  the  program  again  for  1964-1965. 

The  Advisory  Committee  of  Mrs.  Ruth  Titus,  Chairman, 
Mrs.  Eileen  Cahoon,  Mrs.  Beth  Cahoon,  Miss  Adelyn  Peabody, 
Mrs.  Evelyn  Strout  and  Mrs.  Beatrice  Taylor  have  been  most 
helpful  in  planning  new  courses  and  organizing  the  school. 

Mrs.  Ruth  Moody  is  serving  as  executive-assistant  to  the 
Director  and  has  been  active  in  organizing  and  supervis¬ 
ing  the  classes. 

It  is  planned  to  transfer  all  classes  to  the  new  High 
School  after  January  1,  1964. 

All  of  us  are  looking  forward  with  anticipation  to  1964. 
Parents,  taxpayers,  town  officials,  teachers  and  pupils  have 
waited  out  the  long  years  for  the  new  high  school  and  all 
have  cooperated  in  getting  it.  The  Building  Committee  has 
been  blessed  with  good  leadership,  the  late  Dr.  Julius  E. 
Warren  in  the  preliminary  stages  and  Mrs.  Margaret  Leonard 
during  almost  the  whole  period  of  planning  and  construc¬ 
tion.  We  owe  them  and  the  other  Committee  members  a 
great  debt  of  gratitude.  They  have  given  Harwich  a  school 
of  which  all  can  be  proud. 

We  are  all  pleased  that  we  have  our  town  and  school 
auditorium,  seating  610,  our  community  gymnasium.,  with 
bleachers  for  800,  and  all  our  other  new  facilities. 

The  year  ahead,  1964,  is  bright  with  promise  for  the  im¬ 
proved  education  of  the  children  of  Harwich.
